The following impressions are impressions in the continued involvement in 
regards to the case of missing person Jacob Wetterling. At the request of his 
father, Jerry Wetterling, I am sending the following impressions and hope that 
they will be helpful in the continued investigation and the search for Jacob. 
First of all, as I have been pondering the case... 


...and have sent previous impressions, do not disregard any of the previous 
impressions. I’ve come up with some new impressions and hopefully, that 
they will add added interest into your investigation. First of all, in reviewing 
the video cassette that was part of a news program, I did feel that as the scene 
was fled, that a vehicle was used. 1 do feel that the vehicle was parked off a 
side street or a side extension, to where the boys were abducted.., 


...and it does appear to me that there may have been a diagonal path by foot, in 
which the perpetrator of the crime and Jacob had to go. It appears to me also, 
that the perpetrator of the crime may have at one point had a job or a position 
with the US Postal Authority. 1 am wondering if there is anybody that is 
suspected in the investigation who may have driven or worn the uniform of a 
US Postal employee. I also feel that there will be a place that will have strong 
significance... 


...that will be in a country setting, where there will be a blacktop road, a rural 
country road, a County highway type road. I do feel that there will be a dirt 
road off of this County road, at which a right-hand turn traveling down the 
County road onto the dirt road, will become significant. It appears that as you 
enter the dirt road, you would have to go down a small knoll, and that the dirt 
road comes up the knoll to meet the blacktop road.

At the intersection, and to the right, as I would turn onto the dirt road, I am 
perceiving what appears to me to be an older house, which is a two-story 
house, without any buildings around it, that appears to me may have been an 
older home that at one point was being cleaned up or remodeled for resale, 
that would still have the natural weathered appearance of clapboard without 
paint on it, and very possibly may never have had paint on it. It is possible 
nowadays that it could be a new house with a cedar siding that has just 
become weathered with age. 


But it appears that it is a two-story house with a front porch across the front of 
it. It appears there would be a green wooden screen door, a w'hite door behind 
the green door, a window each side of the screen door, and it appears there 
would be three windows across the front in the second-floor portion. There 
would be a window as you would pull in the driveway to the side. It appears 
to me a window on the first, and directly above that on the second floor, and 
to the left of these windows would be a chimney. It appears that there may be 
a small one-story section to the back part off of the two-story section, and at 
one point there may have been a woodshed attached to the house, which is no 
longer there. 


It appears that the front porch would have steps coming from the driveway 
side. It appears to me that by those steps would be a red mailbox or newspaper 
receptacle, although it appears to me to be a mailbox that is red in color. It 
does appear to me that this red mailbox may not be on the post, and may not 
even be attached to the porch, but may be lying on the ground next to the 
steps, or next to or underneath the edge of the porch. It appears that the porch, 
um, you would be able to see under the edge of it from the driveway side... 


...and the driveway side again, is off the dirt road side, um, of the house, as I 
am seeing that. The con- there would be, I believe, two trees in front of the 
house, and there would be a walk, though broken walk, out to the front road, 
which would be the County road. It appears that once 1 turned onto the dirt 
road, 1 would go down an incline or a knoll, not real steep in nature, but there 
would be fields, each side, as I was progressing down this road. 
Approximately one-quarter to one-half mile down this road on the left... 


((0:08:00)) 
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...would be a swampland or a marshland area, in which it appears to me that 
there would be some dirt roads that would sort of go in figure 8’s. It looks to 
me as though it may have been a place that at one time may have been a sand 
and gravel company, urn, a dump site, uh, something of that nature. Uh, it 
does appear that there would be a debilitated fence, a wire chain-link type 
fence that may be around this area. It also appears - appears to me that there 
may be a sign indicating that the area would be like a national game or - or 
bird or wildlife refuge, uh, also, uh, in that area. 


This, t think, would be within seven miles of the abduction site, and closer to 
like perhaps three or four miles, uh, from the abduction site. It does appear to 
me also that in that same general vicinity, will appear on a sign, a mailbox, or 
something of that nature the name of Curtiss, C-U-R-T-I-S-S. It appears that 
will - will prove to be rather significant to the area. I’m very drawn to this 
area because I feel as though it may contain some evidence in regards to the 
abduction of Jacob. I am also wondering if there has been an article of 
clothing found of Jacob’s, as I do feel that there may be... 


...an article of clothing that will prove, uh, to be discovered that will help to 
heighten the investigation. I do feel, at this point, that they would have to have 
gone from the abduction site, if the person was standing behind them and their 
feet were closest to road, I feel that they are in a direction at a 45-degree angle 
off the abductor’s left shoulder. I’m not sure from the maps which direction 
that that would be, but can clarify that... 


...at some point. I do feel also, in the course of the investigation, that a white 
and black sign with the numbers 2, 0, and 3 may prove to be significant. 
Those are the sequence that I saw those numbers in, though it may prove that 
they won’t be in that sequence when I discover them. I’d also be curious to 
know if, in an anticipated departure route, there would have to be an 
intersection passed, where there would be an oval sign that would have the 
word “Perkins” written in it. 1 don't know that that would be the name of a 
store, whether it would be - out here we have a Perkins Pancake House - 
whether - whether that would have to be passed, uh, whether there’s such a 
thing out there, but 1 do see that... 


...as being on the - the route of departure, uh, as 1 am seeing it. 1 would also be 
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curious to know if in interviewing or asking any questions, a woman by the 
name of (Loretta), uh, may have in any ways been interviewed or brought 
forth any pertinent information. It also appears to me that there is going to be 
an individual, approximately 18 years old, who since the time of Jacob’s 
abduction, will be arrested, who may shed some light onto this case, though 
he... 


...may not have been directly involved, may have knowledge of who has 
abducted Jacob. It appears that it may be something that is brought about 
through a happenstance situation with investigating authorities. As 1 am 
reviewing my thoughts in this, 1 am not sure why I said that the individual 
may have worked previously for the Postal Service, but I see the uniform, a 
Jeep type vehicle, red, white, and blue, that we associate with the Postal 
employees here. I see the name - or I heard the name, and I’m not sure if it’s 
(Wayne) or (Dwayne), but 1 heard that name being significant when that 
vibration came through. Once again, the name Curtiss comes to me... 


...C-U-R-T-I-S-S. And en route to the area I described with the older house, 
urn, and the description I gave with the - the, uh, pull off area, the refuge area 
with the fence and stuff - in route to there, there will be a place passed, where 
there will be three horses standing in the comer of a field. One horse will be a 
light, sort of a Palomino-type colored horse; two will be - one will be a darker 
brown, and one will be more of a chestnut brown, and 1 feel as though that 
will be passed en route to the destination of the perpetrator of the crime. 


At no point in the course of this investigation have I felt Jacob Wetterling to 
be deceased. 1 do feel that as time does go on, there will be some sort of clue 
to indicate things of evidence that will be - that will help everything to just fall 
right into place.

Did the authorities set 
free a cold-blooded killer? The Golden Horse. A half-million-dollar treasure 
buried somewhere in the United States. For five years, thousands of fortune 
hunters bought books and videotapes in hope of breaking a secret code that 
would lead to its discovery. 

I think a lot of people probably got very close, and they were just maybe, uh, 
just off slightly.

I live right downtown here, and I was very, very afraid just to be walking in 
the streets, whether it be day or night. 

The investigation was massive, as police realized they were hunting a serial 
killer, who continued to elude them as he stalked his prey. 

Usually they’re, uh, very quiet people. They don’t raise a lot of suspicions, 
they don’t party a lot, and you would never think that person would be a serial 
killer. 

But just last month, after the 15th victim was discovered, authorities got a 
lucky break, when a State Police helicopter... 


...pilot spotted a man close to where one of the bodies was found. 

This is News Source 13. 

Following an intense investigation by police, they now feel this is the man 
responsible for ten killings. Police arrested 44-year-old Arthur Shawcross, 
who had lived undetected in the city since 1987. He was later charged with 11 
counts of murder. But relief shortly turned to shock and anger when the 
families of the victims were told Shawcross was on parole, after serving a 
prison sentence for the death of two small children 18 years ago. 

Outraged wasn’t the word for it. I was shocked, shocked that this man was 
among us. You would think with this kind of past, somebody should be 
looking at him, or checking up on him, but they didn’t. 

Now that Rochester’s most notorious murder suspect is behind bars... 


...there are still some very puzzling and disturbing questions that remain. How 
could a man whose past crimes incite community outrage in other parts of the 
state, remain here, seemingly unnoticed for more than two years as the 
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murders continued? Should authorities have known more about the suspect, 
and could they have stopped the killing much sooner? 

And perhaps the most pressing question is why was Arthur Shawcross 
released from prison in the first place? 

We all thought he’d kill again. We really did, and if they ask anyone in town 
that knew him, they thought when he got out, he would do it again. 

(Linda Miles) knows Arthur Shawcross all too well. Back in 1972, he was 
arrested for the murder of (Linda Stephanie Karen Ann Hill). The eight-year- 
old sexually molested body was found beneath this bridge, in the small 
community of Watertown, New York. Shawcross confessed that he had killed 
the young girl, and also told police he had murdered another child, ten-year- 
old (Jack Black), who had been missing for more... 


...than a month. 

People really wanted to storm that jail. They really wanted to get that man. 

Now since there’s no death penalty in New York, people here in Watertown 
were hoping that he would be convicted and sent to prison for the rest of his 
life. But that’s not what happened. In a plea bargain deal, Shawcross pled 
guilty to a lesser charge of 1st degree manslaughter for killing the girl, and not 
charged at all for the death of the boy. The case was closed, but not for (Mary 
Agnes Blake), who said authorities let Shawcross get away with the murder of 
her son. 

They wouldn’t know the truth if it slapped them right in the face. You know, 
they’ve led me in circles for 18 years. They -1 believed what they said, but 
now I know it was a big fat lie. 

(Bill McClusky) was the prosecutor who made the plea bargain agreement 
with Shawcross. A deal that drew harsh criticism then, as well as today. 

At least the family of the little boy, I mean has just outright charged cover-up. 


I -1 have sorrow for their emotional state and 1 understand that, but, uh, then, 
uh, if they could show something or anybody could show where there was 
some type of evidence that was solid evidence that would have led to the 
conviction for the little boy, 1 would agree with it. 
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But I felt very strongly that they had sufficient evidence to convict this 
individual with murder. 

But (Charles Givensky) remembers the case quite differently. He was the 
Chief Investigator for the Watertown Police at the time. (Givensky) believes 
the plea bargain agreement should never have been made. 

They decided that they would make this plea bargain so that they could 
dispose of the case; it’s an easy way out. You don’t have to worry about going 
to trial and possibly losing it. 

Some people have said that this case was mismanaged from the beginning, 
and I don’t think it was fair then, I don’t think it’s fair now, and I would do 
the same thing again. 

I definitely did feel that Arthur Shawcross would kill again if he had the 
opportunity - that’s why 1 felt... 


...that the sentence should be much - it should have been much stronger. 

After serving 15 of his 25-year sentence, Shawcross was paroled. The New 
York State Parole Division refused to be interviewed by Inside Edition, but 
have been quoted as saying, “Shawcross served the average time for a man 
convicted of manslaughter.” He was later placed in the rural community of 
Delhi, New York. When residents discovered they had a convicted child killer 
in town, well, as you can imagine, no one was too happy about the situation. 
So they decided to take a stand, a stand that may have saved other potential 
victims. 

They were afraid, they were upset, they were outraged, outraged because 
number one, this guy was let out in society. 

You talked to Mr. Shawcross - what did you tell him? 

Basically get out of town. 

Shawcross moved on to Rochester, a larger city, where he was able to blend in 
without a problem. But it was about that time that the first bodies... 


...started to be discovered. Rochester Police admit that they were aware 
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Shawcross was on parole and living in their city, but initially did not consider 
him a suspect. If you knew about Arthur Shawcross, why wasn’t he looked at 
closely? 

He was accused of killing two kids. Uh, that was not - that was not similar to 
what we had, so at that time it was, uh, although he was - his name was looked 
into, it wasn’t given a lot of attention at that time. 

Simply because he killed kids before? 

Rather than adult murder. 

So for two years, the murders continued. The ninth victim was 28-year-old 
(Elizabeth Gibson). Her body was found just last Thanksgiving, and now her 
father is left with pain and anger. 

We were thrown to the wolves because somebody down there along the line 
didn’t do their job right, you know. It could have been, uh, Watertown, it 
could have been, uh, the Police of Rochester or, uh, whatever. 


Somebody failed. 

Even though authorities eventually stopped this alleged serial killer, no one 
we talked to was willing to admit that mistakes were made, but for the 
families of the victims, it just doesn’t make sense. 

It made me mad. I - you know, I feel like freaking kicking - kicking my own 
hands. 

I’d just go along, I believed what people said to me. But I found out they’re 
liars. All they do is lie. And - and I want the truth, no matter how much it 
hurts. 

I think it’s set up for the criminal to be free. Where’s the justice in that? 
Unbelievably. 

Outrageous. A grand jury has now indicted Shawcross, whose trial date has 
not yet been posted. 

Next up as we continue here on Inside Edition, the mystery of the Golden 
Horse, a treasure hidden in America.

Here ya go, man. I'll be back in a minute. 

Okay. It's December 25, 1991. Five minutes to 5 o'clock pm. Uh, what I’d 
like you to do now, is just basically tell me what you told us down at the - at 
the Wetterling house, okay? 

Oh, okay. 

Okay. Say where - where you're at, and... 

Yeah, uh-huh. 

...the time and all that. 

Uh, that morning, I got up a little bit earlier than usual doing, uh, I usually 
play bingo with the Minneapolis VFW Post. So I -1 usually go a little bit 
later, but that - that time, I took off a little bit earlier, in order to stop at the 
(unintelligible) truck stop restaurant, on the west side (unintelligible) station. 
And... 


...when 1 got there, it was a little before 10 o'clock and I listened to the news 
report and parked behind the van right in the parking lot, in front of the 
building there, in front of the restaurant. A little ways back in the yard. And I 
sat in the car a couple of minutes and listened to the end of the news. And I 
looked around and there was the, uh, Ford, uh, Thunderbird parked right on 
the right side of me. Uh, light blue color or gray blue. And there's a Chevy 
van, newer type, right in front of me. 

1011 . 

It was extra long, about, uh, maybe a foot and a half longer than... 
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...most of the vans. Light blue color and there’s a real old Ford delivery van 
right beside it, in the front on, uh, left side. And when I walked past that, uh - 
got out of the car and walked past the v- van, I saw that there was, uh, in the 
mi- middle of the van there was two seats on each - either side of the, uh, van. 
(Unintelligible). One person captain seat type, right there. Tall backrest and, 
uh, just a little bit upholstery on the bottom and on the back, but it looks like 
(unintelligible) very simple chairs with a long back. 

Hm. 

And two or more behind, uh... 


...two in the middle and two behind - right behind him. On the side 
(unintelligible), uh, van floor was all open from front to back and it was all 
covered with the heavy blankets - looked like heavy blankets but the - like, 
more like, a comforters, in a dark green color. But similar - kind of looked 
like (unintelligible) or something and later I realized, when 1 think about it, 
might’ve been something what's used in a furniture moving van, some things 
like that. The whole floor was covered with those heavy blankets-like things. 
And in the front of it was, uh, one regular blanket. It was real light, uh, green 
color, like a (unintelligible) tin. 

Like this? 

Yes, like it. It - it was folded down. Then there was about three or four 
oversized, um, pillows. 


About a foot and a half, or maybe about 16 inch square. Real dark color but, 
uh, they had the, kinda triangular - say like the markings on them 'bout, uh, 
about six inches apart and in those white, uh, squares they had the outline of a 
big tree, kinda in the triangle (unintelligible). Like a pencil drawing or 
something like that, what I noticed. And, uh, I went inside and like I usually 
do, I stopped there every time that I go to Minneapolis, and I have cup of 
coffee or a cookie or - or a sandwich. So, I have cup of coffee and I have a 
sandwich or something there that time, too, and... 
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I'm -1 usually, uh, find some, uh, newspapers lying around on the counter 
there. I set by the counter in the front. And, it's long counter, 'bout nine seats 
at that time, but now there's about, uh, two seats left. They cut out some of 
the seats now and put the display case in there. Uh, I sat and, uh, at the 
counter all alone, and there was a lot of people in the rest of the restaurant, 
behind me. (Unintelligible) being remodeled and it used to be a little bit 
smaller, but they put the, uh, like the greenhouse type, uh, windows in the 
front, and more tables in there and there's some people sitting there. And 1 
took the paper and read that for about 15 minutes, and I a- as I'm sitting there, 
I'm facing the kitchen and every 15 minutes... 


...I had to have it to - for turning around and looking out of the window, rest 
my eyes and usually to see what it looks like - what the weather is doing. 

And, uh, so 1 looked out of the window and, uh, 1- kinda long while, 1 usually 
do, and 1 saw that people sitting on the round table on the left side, it's a big 
round table for about six people or so. And, there's about three or four men 
sitting there with, uh, dark blue Mackinaw jackets on and blue jeans. But, uh, 
two people had black Mackinaw's and black jeans. Like, uh, usually mostly 
Catholic people there. And so 1 sit (unintelligible) those Mackinaw jackets on 
and some of them have the caps on, too. It was a cold morning, about 20 
degrees and - in that morning... 


...outside. And, uh, 1 saw a little boy standing up on the other side of the 
table, towards the outside and kinda moving - moving around - moving his 
arms, and kinda turning around in his spot a little bit, like, ya - ya know, short 
steps and turning - moving around the table. And, so I turned back and read 
the paper again, like I usually do it. Long while, about half hour or, uh, who- 
who- almost a whole hour, came coffee and read the paper and, after about 
five minutes, uh, I looked, uh, back again and see what's going on and see that 
boy had come around the table on the - facing me on this side of the table. 
And, uh, he was milling around with his arms in the - in the front of him, and 
then he crossed arms in the front of him... 


...like i- him and, uh, pointed one finger at me couple times, right facing me. 
Urn, I didn't think nothings of it t- because a lot of times youngsters h- uh, act 
very strange ways some places. 1 didn't pay much attention to it. But then, 
uh, one of the guy with the hat on, or cap, told him to sit down. So he sat 
down on that side of the table, facing me, kinda sideways. And I turned back 
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and read the paper, and a few minutes again look back and the boy was on 
other side of the table by the fence. And 1 - and 1 mean window. And, uh, 
and that, uh, guy with the cap on, uh, was talking to him. And while he was 
talking, he was turning the chair, holding the... 


...backrest, and turning the chair, so that the boy would, uh, be with his back 
towards me. And he set the chair back, and I was looking at that - all the time 
and then I glanced on the other side of the other table - other side of the post 
there was, uh, two guys and a woman sitting there. And they're all looking - 
looking up at me, just like a bunch of snakes on a hot - hot rock in the 
summertime, and 1 looked at them, and then they slowly kinda looked down 
and (unintelligible) must have some connection between these two parties on 
the two tables. And, I turned back and, uh, read the paper again and by that 
time that, uh, that party with the boy and the three or four guys got up, and 
they're ready to leave. 


And those guys had, uh, about eight or nine day beards on them. And one was 
real tall, about 6'2, it looks like, uh, sitting on my side - tall as me on that 
corner chair. And he has bigger nose on him, too, but nice gentleman looking 
nose, very straight and with a narrow point. And he had black beard and 
black hair and there was some, uh, well, a few little gray hair on the side 
maybe but, uh, half inch apart or something like that, but mostly black and 
just a little gray. Long narrow face. And, uh, the third guy was, uh, kind of 
sorta older fellow. Looked like almost 60 - 59. Rest of them looked like 56 
or something like that. And that short fellow had red glasses with white... 


...wire rim glasses, kind of small ones. And, that's i- that was about the only 
guy that was wearing glasses. And on the other table there was, uh, two blond 
fellows. That one looked real young. And he didn't have any beard. The 
older one didn't have any beard. But he had bright red hair and the younger 
one had kind of fuzzy beard, little bit of beard, but his, uh, beard was kind of 
twirled up like a big stairs or something, like that. 1 figured he must be real 
young fellow. I thought maybe about 20 or so, but, urn, must have been little 
bit younger than that, what I found out later in the paper I saw. And, uh, older 
fellow was clean shaven and - and seemed like he had, uh, some kind of wig 
on his head. 
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Uh, i- h- his, uh, hair looked, uh, too high and puffy. He had, uh, nice clean 
cut hair, uh, didn't have anything below his hair or any- hairs or anything like 
that but, uh, on the top of the head was little bit too thick and puffy. And 
when I was - when I was looking back, then I saw on top of the haircut was, 
uh, laying in about three inches in squares on top of - top of the head. And in 
each square there was about three strands of cut about, uh, two fingers wide. 
At least three strands of hair laid - laid on it three different ways. And some 
hair - hair (unintelligible) but, uh, (unintelligible) were cut straight on the ends 
and then it was next - well right beside it was (unintelligible) laid in three 
ways... 


...and cut straight in the end but that couldn't be made like a hair do anything 
like that. So he must've been wearing a wig, or something. And that looked 
strange to me but, the other guy might’ve been had his own hair 
(unintelligible). And - when those guys - the three guys with the boy left, uh, 
I didn't even look at them, but I left about five minutes later and those, uh, uh, 
oh yeah, those two guys on the other side - younger guys, uh, had a woman 
with them, that had, uh, light, uh, lightweight green coat and all of it h- 
(unintelligible) open in the front and kind of fuzzy material... 


...was kind of thin and wasn’t any tight woven material or anything like that.

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about that boy being abducted and that looks like him, like the Wetterling boy. 
And... 


...first guys left with the boy and then, uh, 1 sat down and read the paper about 
five minutes more and, I'm trying to think what 1 should do or shouldn't do, 
but then I left and 1 noticed that the big van was gone, that was sitting in the 
front of me - was parked in front of my car. And, the other older van was 
there, uh, with Iowa license plates on it, especially with the Franklin County 
plates on it. And when I got up there that morning, I listened to the radio and 
sat in the car for awhile and then I noticed that one was from Iowa plates w'ere 
on there and noticed it was Franklin County plates and it was really old Ford, 
uh, delivery van. And a few w'eeks later, it was reported by the p- FBI from 
Minnesota radio and given detailed description of the van. 


And - and that looks very much like, uh, that one (unintelligible) was giving. 
And it even had the broken, uh, uh, park deflector (unintelligible). And the 
red color in the front of it. But I don’t know which van had that, the new one 
or the old one. But the, uh, the park deflector had the one piece missing, right 
in the middle, to the left about five inches long - five or six inches. Except the 
one inch was in - intact on the bottom, that was holding it together. So, it's 
like a clean cut, the piece was cut out from the middle to the left. And then, 
and, uh, first day of no- December, I was going, uh, to... 


...Iowa Falls to play bingo there on the Moose Club, and when I got, uh, past, 
uh, blacktop 55 that goes east and west and then, uh, 41 goes north and south, 
on that intersection. So I -1 was t- taking that 41 south that goes straight to 
the - Iowa Falls and about a mile south of that intersection, I saw the same 
kind of old van sitting on the gravel road about, uh, 200 feet from the 
blacktop, on the west side of it. The first grab- gravel road. Parked on the 
right side and, uh, I drove past that and then, the van looked familiar what the 
guy had described, and so I turned around... 


...in the front of the driveway at the first farm - farmhouse south of there, and 
came back and slowly drove past that van. 1 thought maybe someone was in 
there, but, uh, as much as I could see, there was not anybody in there. 1 
thought maybe somebody might be sleeping in there or something. 1 didn't 
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want to stop and go right look into it. A lot of people like that carry guns with 
them and if you go there snooping, you might get shot or something.

1 
overshot the tape. What I said was there is too much at stake here to - to risk 
the point being lost by being nice, all right. I'm trying to explain to you that... 
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...the motive behind s bad behavior - you were dealing with bad 
behavior - is his need to be accepted, and that it will continue to escalate to the 
point where you will be rejected by this, because you have expelled him also. 
And how do you spell expulsion? R-E-J-E-C-T-I-O-N. You will be rejected 
also. The point being that i will continue to do these bad things until that 
motive is removed, all right. Rejection is not, not, not a form of punishment. 

It is a sin, and that is why 1 told you that you must ask him to be forgiven for 
that, okay. 


That is why I said that, you must ask him to be forgiven, and make 
corrections, and understand that it is an acceptance problem, because both you 
and your husband did reject him. The error is yours, not his. And what 1 want 
to happen from this, is for that boy to release himself from this motive so that 
he can become the boy that I seen when I met him at the Foundation. The boy 
I described to you is awesome. Listen to the tape that I gave him -1 call him 
the icon for goodness in a kid. That is the way I see your son. There is no 
quality of goodness about anyone that he does not have in major quantities. 


He's shown them to me. I wonder why? I showed him attention, that is how 
you treat rejection, attention. You give them love, pat them on the head, tell 
them they're a good person. Show them that they're a good person, be with 
them, spend time with them, trust them, have pride in them. Stand on your 
roof and brag about them. That is how you deal with rejection, and I see that 
you are at least making attempts in your trip to Mexico, at least, anyway. I've 
seen other things too, My tone in my voice is up because it is important to 
make this point, and if it requires bringing pain to you, then 1 will do that too. 
It is very important that you realize the kind of pain, and the amount of pain... 


...that that boy has been in since this began. Rejection wasn't - was the 
absolute proof that he was in fact - he got confirmation that he’s not 
acceptable, okay. This has been going on for a long time. And with you 
dealing with the wrong problem, it's obvious you're not going to fix it, isn't it? 
It hasn't worked, has it? You were supposed to observe in me, that when he 
was with me, he behaved quite well, uh, exemplary. You're supposed to see 
that when you apply attention and love and confidence, and take and do things 
with him, that what you get back is this awesome, bright-eyed, bright-faced 
little guy. That's what you're supposed to see. You're not supposed to be... 
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...looking for reasons why 1 would want to - it is beyond any kind of logic 
that 1 would stay and do what 1 have done for as long as 1 have done. Why do 
you think I put the promise in place to him? "I will never abandon you, um, 

I will never reject you. No one can make me do that." Your 
husband - oh, here comes the pain, . Your husband cheated on you, slept 
with other women, was accused of doing worse. Left you pregnant, divorced 
you. I want you to feel that pain, and realize the kind of pain your son was in, 
and at ten, how does he explain that? He comes to you, "I want my dad to 
love me." "Oh, I'm sorry, he's sick," yeah, my ass. 


He got excuses. He says he's being rejected, he got excuses. A little kid, you 
know. You need to get your head out of your ass, woman, and you need it out 
right away. That boy is in serious trouble and unless something happens for 
him soon, you can just forget about ever having a decent son. Oh, shit. Your 
husband is the cause of this problem. Rejection is what you are teaching your 
son, all right. Your husband rejected you. Your husband rejected his son. 

You rejected your son, and then both of you forced him to reject me. 


And each time one of his friends has a talk with him about something with 
me, you come in and give his friends an option to reject either him or me. 
And then you plant that shit in their folks' head too. What you’re teaching is 
rejection. Rejection, that's a wonderful way of life, isn't it? Even when 
somebody loves you, you keep trying to get it 'cause you don't believe it. 
When it's right in front of you, you'll never believe you have it. You'll keep 
trying to get it. He will never be happy until this is straightened out. You 
caused your boy pain, and then you turn around and punish him for trying to 
fix it. 


He has been correct through all of this; you are in error. And then you turn 
around and go and ask the source of the problem for the answers to correct it, 
and things have gotten worse. I mean can you figure this out or do you have 
to have -1 mean how many lights have to come on before you can finally see? 
I'm sorry 1 had to do that, but it is - there is just too much at stake here. I 
know that you love that ki >, I've seen it. Listen to the other tape. I try to 
point out in he things that you are always doing to try and capture his 
attention. The fact is that... 
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...you want his attention - attention. 1 have seen in your body language where 
you're looking for that, which means that you do not feel fulfilled about his 
attention towards you either, do you? Now premonition of what's to come, 
rejection. He's gonna do what he's taught, , and he's been taught rejection. 
Somebody has got to do something soon. You call me a pervert - all I ever 
did was love that kid, try to teach him that their - that his value in the world is 
beyond measure, and it is beyond measure. I tell him I love him, I make a 
promise to him so that it - when everything else fails him, that he has 
somebody, right? 


And everybody else did fail him, didn't they, Your husband rejected him 
and you rejected him. Why do you think I stood up in that cafe meeting that 
time and 1 said, "It does not matter how many people or how much force you 
apply, you cannot force me to reject that boy, I will not do it." Oh, no, I 
wouldn't have known this from the beginning, would you - would I? It is not 
important what you think of me. What is important is that that boy gets what 
he needs to correct his problems before it becomes too late for him. There are 
things that if you were aware of, your hair would turn green. You need to deal 
with this, and you need to deal with it verbally. 


Assume the blame for the sin that you committed, and force your husband to 
assume the blame there, or his end result is that he is going to be rejected. 
Can 1 make myself any plainer than that? You fucked up. You are in sin, 
okay. You need to be forgiven, and the only person who can do that is your 
son. You need to ask him for his forgiveness, and make corrections for your 
sin. Then you will see your son as you treat this behavioral problem, as an 
attention problem, the way it should be. You're gonna see your son do 180, 
and you will be standing on top of your house, bragging about what a really 
neat kid you got. You had a chance to experience some of that down in 
Mexico, didn't you? I heard back you rode a Jet Ski? 1 have an extremely 
vivid... 


...imagination, I can see that boy out there. 1 have seen his excitement. I 
have seen his face just light up. That is not worth how much uh,. ? 

How much is that look worth? You put value to it, I say it is priceless, and I 
think that you finally got a chance to experience some of that too. It is 
priceless, isn't it? That is your son, that amazing, brilliant, beautiful boy is 
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your son. Now fix it before he ends up a piece of shit. Your boy needs to 
trust you 100% and know that your love is unconditional to him. 


You fix that, and you're gonna have something that you've been looking for, 
for a long time. There's a lot of other things I should talk to you too, but...all 
I can do is just hope this works for , You see why I said I wanted to take 
the heat for it? He wouldn't dare come and say things like that to you, would 
he? The thing is, he needs the ability to do that. And about his dad... 


1 told you before, the guy's body language was correct when he said that he 
loved The only way he's ever gonna learn anything is to open up his 

eyes and listen. And the only way he's gonna do that is to be put into pain. 
And the only person that can do that. ■, is you. As lousy as an opinion as 1 
have of that man for the things that he has - the pain that he's caused to 
be in, and the damage that he has caused to do to himself, and the 
slander and the other things that I've seen of him, he has value tc 


He's unique to . and therefore, he has value to me. You might not 
understand that, but I'm saying that needs him. Can't you understand 
that . reaching out and grabbing to me, our relationship, the reason that 
: defied his father is not the necessity to have fun; it is the necessity to fill 
his need. 1 would never have been in the opportunity to even enjoy five 
seconds with that boy if there wasn't a problem with you. The fact that he 
defied his... 


...father that time, and called him up on the phone, should have been a big 
white flag to you, telling you that. His father should have seen it too. He sees 
me as an interference in his way of teaching his child something. Is that the 
way you want him to learn? Is that what you want him to become? A couple 
more things here. First of all, 1 wanted you to understand the importance of 
asking to be forgiven for the sin that you've committed, all right. This 
rejection is - once he feels rejection, it does not matter what you think your 
position is. Your position is relative to what he thinks it is, and you have 
broken that... 
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...unconditional bond, so it doesn’t matter how many nice things or good 
things, or how well you treat him after that point. That condition is not in 
place, and won't be until you ask to be forgiven and recognize it as a mistake. 
Then your relationship can be built in something solid again. Otherwise, it 
will be built outside of this unconditional thing, and will be relative to what he 
feels at a given time. Your forgiving - your asking for forgiveness will make 
it relative to you again. 1 just hope you can hear me above all the noise in this 
thing, all right. And there's one more thing, and that is 1 said that your 
husband is the cause of this problem. Now whether he initiated it, or whether 
felt a lack of attention and began attempting to get it... 


...is immaterial. The fact is that your husband is the source of the problem; 
his lack of attention to and that - how accepted it is that "My dad 
don't love me," and then got confirmation of that fact when he was rejected. 
One of two things exist, all right. Either your husband does not recognize 
j ; need for attention, and consider the probability there. The man has got 
what, 20 years of education, and how many years of practice in the study of 
doing just exactly that? It is almost beyond probability, by virtue of his 
education and experience that he would miss that, isn't it? Yet, it is possible, 
isn't it? I mean... 


• • 'by giving him an infinite amount of the benefit of the doubt, it is possible 
for that condition to take place, isn't it? The second condition was B, that he 
did recognize need for attention, and his rejection of him is an attempt 

to have power and control and force to do the things that he needs. And 
what kind of a person would that make him? Sick 66, all right. The worst 
kind of person that could ever walk on the face of the earth. No one should do 
that to a child, theirs or anyone else's. That is in ex- so what kind of a person 
are we dealing with? His body language said, and he said that he loves ' 

Oh, you'll have... 


...to figure it out. All I know is that needs him, and that is what I have 
been trying to do, all right, give him what he needs. And you are his first 
need, unconditional, mom, okay. On the backside of this tape there's some 
information for you, all right. 
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This is the backside of the tape. Please make sure you hear the other side of 
the tape first. Uh, the first segment on the other side of the tape runs just a 
few minutes. 


It dealt with a problem, uh, that I carried forward on the original tape to you, 
which is this one. I, uh, was trying to approach you in a, uh, calm and ex- 
explanative way. Uh, when 1 got into it, 1 realized that rational and calm, the 
way I tried to explain things before, really never got its point home, and, uh, 
while that sounds derogatory, there's much too much at stake here for the risk 
that this be overlooked, and - anyway, listen to the other side of the tape first. 
On this side of the tape, the one I'm riding - riding over what I had originally 
written, I'm gonna deal with a couple of explanations for things. Uh, one of 
them is the value... 


■ - I try to allow children to understand what their worth is in the world, and 
the second one is, uh, just make sure you hear the other side of the tape first, 
or this won't make any sense. The other one is a - a value - what happens to a 
boy when he is rejected by his father. Um, actually either parent. A lot of 
people suffer the same symptoms. Uh, rejection by anyone, it's, uh, it causes, 
in loving people anyway, I don't know how it works in other people, but in 
loving people, which would mean kids, it causes a condition for them to 
equate something in their youth. I call it hurts equals love, all right. I don't 
know what the psychologists call it. All I know is how it works, and that's 
how I'm - what 1 intend to explain here. 
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Okay. And when 1 get done with that, uh, I'll give you some questions to 
think about, and that'll be the end of this side. There was a tape made for 

Uh, I'm trying to get him to deal with this. There is a problem and, uh, 
one of the reasons that - well, the main reason that I've been continually 
asking about besides the fact that 1 care a great deal about him, is I 
expected certain things to happen, and they have happened already. And the 
situation has got to be tended to. 1 see you doing things to help him. I'm just 
hoping that if I can finally put this last piece of this puzzle, you can figure the 
whole damn thing out, and you'll know I'm right, all right. 


Anyway, hear the other side of the tape and then listen to the rest of this side, 
okay. It wouldn't hurt anything if you heard the tape that I made , too. 
Anyway, the first one is - the explanation is how 1 get kids to get an idea of 
what their value is in the world, and, uh, it's probably true with everyone. I 
ask kids, "What is the most valuable thing that exists, and why is it that?" 
And then I start off the story and 1 tell them, "God created everything that 
there is; the universe, the galaxies, the solar systems of planets, the Earth, 
water, land, human beings, animals, sunlight... 


.. .time, even. And He controls all of those things, doesn’t He?" And the kids 
of course say, "Yeah, He does." And I say, "Nah, there's one thing He doesn't 
control," and they look at me kind of funny and I tell them, "There's one thing 
He doesn't control because He asked us for it, that means He does not control 
it. He asked us to love Him. Because God asked for this and does not control 
it, it has value to God beyond anything that exists, since He made it and 
controls it, right?" And you can just see the little wheels turning in their head. 
And I said, "This thing that He asked for, He asked us to love Him. That 
makes one person's... 


...love of God and shown in other people, more valuable than anything else, 
more valuable than all of anything else, including time." You probably can 
understand why I would be pissed off, and why you keep hearing me 
complain about people who equate love with sex or love with - with anything 
else. Love being the most valuable thing that exists, all right. Anyway, the 
other thing I wanted to deal with is what happens when - while we're dealing 
with kids, so let's say what happens when... 
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...kids get rejected? The first thing they're gonna try and do is be good. And 
that won't be seen, the good, nothing is said. Nothing happens for them. The 
next logical thing they will do is to get attention, is what they're trying to get, 
so they will be not good. They will misbehave. They will pretend to be sick, 
they will seek injury to themselves. They're trying to draw attention to 
themselves, aren't they? They want - if they put themselves in a condition of 
hurt, they will get that feeling. The parent will come and help them. That is 
an infantile thing. It goes back when they cried, when they were babies, it 
always works, okay. You can get your psychological meaning from some 
psychologist, I'm just telling you the way it works, all right. 


They’ll try to injure themselves. They'll cut on themselves, they'll get into 
fights and get hurt. They, uh, become disrespectful, and not continually, it'll 
go in and out, and in and out. They find it hard to form bonds with other 
people, especially adults. Urn, the other parent; they'll go to the other parent 
first and explain the problem to them, and most of the time the other parent 
doesn't see it. Uh, they will continue to try to bring greater and greater 
damage to themselves, as the parent becomes immune to the... 


...current level of damage, and no longer pays attention. The damage will - 
that the child does to himself will escalate up to, and including suicide. It’ll be 
manifested as stealing, as drug use, drinking, fast driving, um, fighting in 
school, poor grades, uh, arguments with teachers, um, their friends, be in and 
out, they'll be -1 mean it's just - imagine all the bad things. You can figure 
some of this out too, all right, okay. The thing is, that becomes almost the 
sole focus of the kid... 


.. .to try and get that back. It becomes their main drive, is to reestablish 
something that they need, unconditional love and attention from their parents, 
and they will do whatever. It is important that you understand that they will 
do whatever it takes to get that, and they will continue to escalate the damage 
to themselves until they get it. One of three conditions will exist at the end. 
They will, A, get it. They will get the attention. It almost never works. 
Second, they will reach a point where they no longer can sustain the damage 
to themselves that they have caused, and they will end up rejecting... 
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.. .the parent. And further, if the other parent does not recognize the problem, 
that parent will be seen as permitting the damage to come to the child, and that 
parent will be rejected also - maybe not as bad, but it will be rejected also. 
Third, the child will not reach that level where it decides that it has its own 
self worth, and it will continue to escalate the damage, destroying itself a 
piece at a time, and the chunks become larger and larger and larger, until the 
eventual outcome is jail, or depending on the - the basic drive of the kid to 
stay alive, a lot of times it is suicide. You get why I'm saying it's important 
here? 


They won't have a sense of belonging to the parents. Urn, I'll tell you what, 1 
was in a dentist office the other day, and I seen an article by the only 
psychologist I ever met that understood kids, and guess where he learned what 
he knows from? Kids. It was in a Newsweek December 7th, uh, page 13, by 
a psychologist in Texas. It's only a page and it'd pay you to read it. Now I'll 
start asking you questions for you to think about. You don't need to answer 
these to me. Is not the displaying of jealousy towards ; half-brother, 
stepbrother, whatever he is, is that not a manifestation for a need for attention 
from his father? 


The referring of your house and his dad's house by at - in that context, 
being "my mom's house," "my dad's house," does that not imply that he does 
not have a sense of belonging to either one of them as being his home? You 
said you had trouble with your daughter one time where they had a party and 
destroyed your home. Does she have a sense of belonging to that also? Has 
1 ever pretended to be sick to you or to your husband? That's 
something that I don't know. But I do know this, and maybe you're not aware 
of it, that when you expelled him, he went down and got into... 


...a fight and got a black eye. Now, isn't that an attempt to hurt himself, as I 
said? That is what I saw when I saw him that evening. I came down to St. 
Joseph to see him, and 1 reassured him that I am still here -1 placed that 
promise to him again, made sure that he understand that he is not alone, okay. 
I would do that, if I recognized that problem, wouldn't I? Point being that he 
would seek to hurt himself there, is what I'm trying to get across to you, and 
he did by fighting. He has continued to try to hurt himself by doing what, ? 
How do you see the value of theft? Do you think your son is a thief? 
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Do you think he is a liar? 1 do not think so. I think he's doing that for 
attention. If this value I said, hurt equals love is correct, would he not 
continue to bring other damage upon himself, such as smoking? Which you 
know he does. How about drinking? Do you know he drinks, ? You know 
he's been so drunk he can’t even move? How about drugs ' ? Well, you can 
figure that out for yourself. I know. What other kind of damage will he bring 
to himself? Poor grades? Seen that too, didn't you? Know what else he's 
gonna bring to himself? 


Sex. You see, you don't see that as damaging, do you? I sa\ . ast 
August for a couple hours. When I looked in his eyes, I'm telling you that that 
boy's had sex, okay. I can see that, all right. It isn't important how 1 know 
how - count on it. I don’t know if you understand the damaging effects of sex 
to what - what was he -1 don't know when he - his first encounter was, 13 and 
a half? That's far too young. He's gonna put himself into a position where 
he'll have to either choose to get married, or choose to abandon his child and 
have another kid in the world who nobody cares about, or murder his own 
offspring. 


1 have told you 1 is a very good-looking boy, beautiful, in fact. His 
opportunities for sex will be unlimited. The law of supply and demand say 
the greater this - the supply, the less value it has. That would imply that his - 
his ability to get whatever he wants whenever he wants will lead him into 
things that, uh, you getting the point here? Perverted things. Because 
someday he's gonna run across a gal who wants more than just a sensation 
from him, all right, and she's gonna do whatever the hell it takes. Are you 
getting my meaning here? I'm not gonna go into detail about it. It's a bad 
deal. 


At what point does the boy accept his self worth as being not valuable, and 
whatever he does of no consequence? And when that point is reached, what 
will he do? I'm saying that the damage he causes himself will escalate, and if 
he starts out stealing, it'll escalate into felonious things. And I know that to be 
the case already. I am saying one of the reasons that 1 stayed and watched 
from the side, trying to get information about ;, is that I expected this to 
happen. The fact is that it did, didn't it?

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If 1 did, in fact, love the boy, I would want to see him be in an all right 
condition, safe, secure, like 1 said I was. If I was watching what I knew was a 
rejection problem, and fear just exactly what happened, isn't it logical that I 
would put mine in place to try and save him from not having anyone at all? 

So that he doesn't have an excuse just to give up? If it is accepted that I love 
the boy, and would want him to be all right, I would want him to stop the 
damage that comes to himself; is that not correct? Further, that if 1 saw his 
parents as being unmoving in their change - to change their attitude to give 
him what he needs, and 1 put it in place... 


...for him, to try and keep him from further damaging himself, to what extent 
will I take what 1 say and show the boy? Would 1 not try to elevate the boy's 
worth above his parents, that he reaches the rejection point even, before he 
destroys himself? And do you see that as an interference? Uh, I don't know 
exactly how better to word that - that, uh, would it not be better to force the 
rejection of his father or you, or - and or both, than to allow the boy to keep 
doing things to - that the eventual outcome would be to lose himself and end 
up in - to go to jail or worse? 1 still don't know if 1 worded that correctly. I 
would be seen as an interference between... 


.. .you and your son, by elevating your son's status as being greater than yours. 
The goal here would be to have the boy see himself as of extremely valuable 
and stop the damage that he is doing to himself, even if it means, um, forcing 
ill will between him and his parents. It still isn't correct - correct way I want 
to say it. Well, maybe you can figure out what I'm saying, it - whatever I do 
to stop the damage to him is what I'm trying to accomplish, and if that means 
stepping in and allowing him to see himself as a better person than either of 
his parents, which is harmful to you, it still stops the damage to , which 
is what I’m trying to... 


.. .do, stop the damage to . Let him be that neat person. Figured you two 
eventually would come around and figure this out anyway - you will, I don't 
know about his dad. But you will eventually figure this out. It is the point 
that you figure it out, how much damage comes to 1 That's important. 1 
am trying to stop it from the boy losing himself completely to it and actually 
becoming a bad person, because when he gives up on himself, then he will be 
a bad person, and his motive will change from trying to get attention, to just 
thrill seeking or who the hell gives a dang, you know. I still don't know if I 
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worded that right. You'll have to try to figure out what 1 said, all right. I have 
told you that I love your kid, and by doing so, have 1 not implied that 1 would 
want that back from him? 


And I am saying that I have, by inference, asked him for the most valuable 
thing that he can give anyone, and I am wondering why the immediacy of his 
father's beliefs, that it would be his physical presence or his physical being, 
the use of him or whatever, why that came to mind first. I'm asking myself 
why you people do not see the - the value of your son as a loving, caring boy, 
when that was the case when 1 was with him. If 1 were in this for the motive 
supplied by your husband, what logic sustains that 1 would stay... 


.. .walk into a situation where I know both parents are - have heightened 
awareness to, urn, this type of activity, and try and retain a relationship with 
the boy? What logic would dictate that 1 would violate, uh, police directives 
or whatever else to still try and get this, uh, presumed desire fulfilled? And 
further, what kind of drive would allow me to stand up and openly defy you 
both, through the police, and in the meeting that we had? 


And isn't it true that the drive to have some kind of perverted sexual 
relationship is not as great as that for genuine love? Is the value of your pride 
greater than that of the value of your son? If intended motive was as 
suggested, would I not try to conceal this fact? Would 1 not try to not have 
relationship with you or allow you to know anything about me? And yet do 1 
not either confront or inform you of things that 1 know of, that are helpful to 
him? 


Did I not write letters, which leaves me wide open. Uh, the things that I said 
in my letters leave me wide open. And, uh, would I have written such things 
were that my intended goal? And stating that I love that kid, and that my 
motive is that I love that kid, and that I want him to be okay. Take everything 
that you know, that was known, apply it against the motives that 1 just gave 
you, and try to make anything not fit it. However, logic would indicate that 
the motive supplied by your husband has already been proven to have holes in 
it, and isn't it a fact that all things will fit the real motive?

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Isn't it true that if 1 am successful in getting the things that he needs, 

that his relationship with you and his father will be better? And isn't that a 
negative thing for me, since I told you that I wanted him to love me? But it 
would fit the motive of having him get the things that he needs to be okay, 
wouldn't it? And what is my relative value with him after your relationship is 
healed? And doesn't that sound self defeating, unless the motive I just gave 
you is correct? 1 had stated that! need is to be accepted. A rejection 

problem is dealt with by giving love, paying attention, showing pride in... 


...doing some one on one things, allowing the child to enjoy you, and you 
enjoy the child. And isn't that the parameters that 1 applied tc , and what 
was the outcome in 1 , behavior, of those parameters being applied to 

him by me? Your intelligence over emotion in transmitting love, should be 
seen as non-valuable. You say that you love , yet he does not feel it. 

Your husband said he loves , but he does not feel it. It is true that you 

will believe what you feel, and you can be told that you are loved, but if it is 
not demonstrated, it will not set. 1 tolc I love him. 


I demonstrated it, 1 had it in my body language, and 1 hugged him. The fact 
is, that boy knows that I love him. So long as 1 do not change anything, my 
thinking or anything else, he will feel what I feel. The purpose of a hug is to 
transmit that feeling in body language, the thing that will be accepted. A hug 
then, would be a statement of your condition; is that not correct? Just about 
out of tape here, and one more thing I'll cover, and that's if with what 1 know 
about s felonious activity, 1 could have gone to the Stearns County 

Social Service offices, explained the problem to them. would have been 
arrested through... 


...the Stearns County Social Services offices, placed in a foster home. That 
was an option to do. It would be better than to allow him to continue to 
destroy himself in this way. But I believe that there is hope through you, and 
that you are his required need, and that you will give it to him. And what will 
make . okay is to have his parents love him. I think that condition is 

true in you, so it would defeat the purpose of what I am trying to do to 
or for rather, to turn him in and have that done, even though that would 
be better than not having anything at all. Do parents love their children 
because they own them, or because they experience them? And is that the 
sole privilege of the parent? And if so, what about adoption?

Nestvig?

Q How do you know that person? 

A She's a friend of mine. 

Q Do you know where Dr. Mary Nestvig lives? 

A Yes, Ido. 

Q Where does she live? 

A She lives at the same address I do. 

Q Do you know Mary Nestvig is employed? 

A She's employed at a clinic, Westside Clinic in St. Paul. 

Q Under what capacity? 

A She's a physician. 

Q A general practitioner physician? 

A Family practice. 

Q Laura, did Dr. Nestvig at one point in time give you 

information relative to the Wetterling abduction? 
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A She told me that while she was, this was about two years ago, 
I have no idea of the date, while she was a resident at Ramsey 
Hospital she was, I don't know what it's called, she was 

working in the psych unit as the overnight doctor, Ramsey 
County Deputies brought in a man who she told me made her feel 
very frightened, umm, she said she went out of the room 

because she didn't want to be alone with him, told the police 
that she was very uncomfortable with the man and that she 

thought she recognized him, I'm not sure exactly what got 

said, something to the effect that the, the deputy gave her a 
hint about she probably did recognize him and she mentioned 
the photos that had been, the drawings that had been put out 
for Jacob Wetterling and he nodded and I don't know if he said 
anything or what was said. 

Q Do you know why this person was at the hospital for treatment? 

A She said she thinks that it was trumped up charge that they 

brought him in because they thought that it was the same man 
but she didn't know. 

Q You re indicating then that Dr. Nestvig was under the 

impression that the police were bringing this person believing 
he was a suspect in the Wetterling abduction? 

A That was what they lead her to believe. 

Q Did Dr. Nestvig discuss her conversation with this patient, 

wit h yo u ? 

A All she said was that he had travelled around a lot and umm, 
was very caddie with her and would not admit to anything. 

Q What type of treatment was this person receiving from the 

doctor? 

A She just did an initial interview. That's all she ever did.

Hunt is, is gay, he-he’s just, he is gay as the night is long, you know 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And this guy has had okay he owns three different bus companies, one in Pine City, one in Blaine 
the Town and Countiy Bus Company in Blaine and then the one in Anoka, Hunt’s Bus Company 
in Anoka, okay about four or five years ago he had a driver at the Pine City bus company who 
was arrested because the guy had been molesting little girls, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A On his bus and stuff, so that guy had been you know, arrested, the bus company I guess was 
investigated into 1 don’t know what happened with the investigation or whatever, but 1 remember 
my three year old son’s father back then, he said something to me, he goes oh 1 suppose you 
probably think I’m weird too because I hired the guy and you know, it just didn’t dawn on me to 
think you know, any-anything of it you know, I just but it’s just urn, okay about, about a year, 
about a year after your um son was abducted it-it’s just um, you know, and, and, and because of, 
of Rick and this Bob Hunt and Pete Beberg and some of these other ah, homosexual or pedophiles 
or whatever they are 

Q Mm-mmm 

A Sick perverts or, there’s something going on there I just, I can feel it and, and over the years I’ve 
seen and heard bits and pieces of things that just didn’t add up. 

Q What happened the year after Jacob was kidnapped? 

A Okay, a year after Jacob was um, abducted, ah, it-it was just so coincidental how Rick’s cousin 
Pete Beberg all of a sudden got elected Mayor of Anoka and now I know the mayors of each city, 
they kind of have a, a oh, kind of a, kind of over a say over the police departments and stuff, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A A little bit, and ah, um, this Bob Hunt had just poured just tons of funds and campaign money 

into this Pete Beberg to get him elected Mayor of Anoka so this Pete Beberg could cover this Bob 
Hunt 

Q Mm-mmm 

A You know, of any type of doings that, that was going on, ah, with this Bob Hunt 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And now my three year old son’s father also 1 think the young man that the complaint to the 
Maple Grove Police Department I think it was this Bob Hunt’s nephew and ah, the-the whole 


IS 
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family is all messed up. The whole family of this Bob Hunt and they all live in the Coon Rapids 
and Anoka area and they’re all, they’re all just you know, they, they’ve, they’ve had like incest 
and homosexuality ah, activities and, and just perverted actions and everything going on in that 
whole family. 


Q Mm-mmm 

A And it just ah, 1,1 know it’s j-it sounds crazy and stuff and 

Q No it doesn’t to me, do you have any idea um, your son’s three and a half now 

A But 1 have an 18 year old son 

Q Right 

A That ah, he, he can’t stand okay, Rick is not my 18 year olds biological or legal father or 

anything, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And thank god 1 never married the guy or even lived with him, I just had a child by him but my 
18 year old, he can’t stand him, he just hates him something fierce. I mean, he just 

Q Mm-mmm 

A He’s even threatened before he told me, he said mom he said if Rick ever gets custody of Jeremy 
I’ll get a gun and I’ll kill him. You know, he, he’s actually said that, you know 

Q Right 

A If he, and he, he calls my three year old son’s father he, he calls him a faggot and, and tells me 
not to let my three year old son go alone overnight with his father or anything, you know. 

Q Were um, did you, were you still seeing Rick when your son was born? 

A When Jeremy was? 

Q Jeremy? Yeah 

A Yeah, yeah 

Q What 

A Unfortunately so, yeah 

Q Were you like, how long did you stay with this guy? What I’m trying to figure out was where was 
Rick in, in October of’89. That’s what I’m trying to figure out. 

A Oh, okay, 

Q It’s been almost three years, so your son would have been just six months old or 

A Yeah in fact, in fact ah, Rick was with um, in fact Rick was with me a few hours before Jacob 

was abducted he was with me and my dad and, and my three kids cuz we had all gone on an 
outing out to Fort Snelling that day 
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Q Mm-mmm 

A And I remember later on that night and, and it just, it just felt real uneasy and real tense that 
particular day because Rick and 1 had got into a big fight and everything, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And it was just a few' hours before Jacob was abducted and see the thing is, is at that time ah, 
when Jacob was abducted ah, Rick was working for urn, ah, Voigt’s Fridley Bus Company, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And he was like going, Voigt’s Fridley Bus Company also has um, a company up in St. Cloud, 

Q Right, Voigt 

A Or like a training, like, 1 don’t know some kind of a training center or something. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And so Rick was going between the Fridley office and the one in St. Cloud there, so Rick knew 
all of the surrounding areas up there in St. Cloud he knew ail of the you know, just all of the areas 
and all the backroads, and you know, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And he, he just knew the whole area up there, and 

Q So he, he was with you that day did um, did he c-was he staying with you? were you living 
together? 

A No, no 

Q So he was living 

A No 


Q Where? 

A Well he was living with his mother and over in Maple Grove, and see, I lived in Maple Grove at 
the time too, but, just about well I lived closer over to Osseo at the time in a, um, side by side, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A and he, you know it was only a 15 minute drive from his house, maybe not even that. 

Q yeah, so he left sometime that evening 

A or earlier that evening because we got into a big huge fight and stuff, and, and he was real uneasy 
ah, you know, I mean, you can kind of tell when something is troubling someone you know 

Q right 

A and, when something is troubling on their mind or whatever, 

Q when was the next time you saw him? After the kidnapping? 

A Ah, 
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Q I mean you had this fight, did you not talk to him for a couple days? Or 

A Yeah, yeah it was, it was a couple of days, 1-1 can’t remember but 1 know it was a few days 

afterwards. 

Q And then um, has he ever said anything? That makes you suspicious? Or 

A Well then um, then it was oh, oh kind of going about-oh around Thanksgiving time and ah, a-and 

at that time oh he, oh he, see he had okay he had that’s right, he had quit Voigt’s Bus Company 
that spring, before, in April, and then 

J Spring of? 

Q Of 89? Before the kidnapping? 

A Yeah 

Q He had quit? 

A Yeah that April before, before that October, he had, he had quit Voigt’s Fridley Bus Company 
that April because his brother, um, was pulling out of his business and his girlfriend had left him 
and he was just a shambles, he was just devastated and so he was going to um, give his share of 
the business over to his younger brother Rick and the other two partners really didn’t want Rick 
to take over Jerry’s share of the business because Rick really didn’t know, wasn’t experienced on 
tires or the business, the tire business and stuff. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A That somehow Rick bought the other two partners out or something but he took sole, sole 
ownership over this tire company in Rogers and so by October when Jacob was abduct-abducted 
Rick was owning that, that tire business in Rogers there at the time. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A Um, 

Q What’s it, do you know the name of it? 

A It, it was 101 Tire, but it’s, it’s, it folded, it ah, it kind of went down the tubes, you know Rick, 
Rick couldn’t even, even pay the rent on the, on the building let alone 

Q Mm-mmm 

A Keep the business going. But I remember that October he still had the business, th-this tire 
business. 

J How do you spell his last name? CHUBB? 

A Mm-mmm, 

J Is that right? 

A Yeah 

Q Yeah 

A Uh-huh, 

J And about, what’s, what, do you know his birth date? 

A Um, 2, yeah 2/22/57. 

J Thank you 
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Q Urn, 

A And ah, okay and then that, that October when Jacob was abducted I remember you know, me 
and the kids, my dad and him we went, you know, like 1 said, we went to urn, Fort Snelling, all 
that stuff and, and then um, and then he-he had to take some tires ah, he, he claims that he had to 
take some tires down to this man in Iowa, some guy in Iowa, and ah, and he wanted me and at 
that time my younger son, he was just a baby, he, he w anted us to go with him just the two of us 
with him down to I think it was Des Moines, yeah I think it was Des Moines, Iowa to take these 
tires to this guy and my dad was going to stay up here watch my two older ones, so you know, so 
I said okay you know, and, and ah, and-and it was just a few weeks after Jacob had been abducted 
and it was just you know. I’m, I’m sorry Mrs. Wetterling, but at the time it, it just you-you know, 
I mean it just tore my heart apart, you know, knowing that that kid was, was just you know, gone. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A You know, I just, it was just the gut wrenching god awful feeling I had you know, and I don’t 
know if it was cuz it was hitting so close to home or, or why you know, but I was just really 
upset, you know, I just it just really bothered the heck out of me, you know 

Q Did you ever call it in? 

A Well, I, I called yeah, 1 did I called, 1 called an Anoka County Investigator and um, this 
investigator his name was Bill Vanderbilt, 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And see he was the Anoka County Investigator that had come out to my apartment back when ah, 

my 

been committing actual overt sexual acts 


Q Mm-mmm 

A But that he was building, building his trust, ’s trust up in him. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A To, you know, to start you know 

Q That’s what Vanderbilt had said? 

A Yeah, that’s what this investigator told me and, and he did like a week-long in depth investigation 
on Rick and everything. And the investigator told me, he said you know, he said if 
would have told me anything like, if Rick would have you know, touched him in certain areas or 
done anything to him this investigator told me straight out, he said I would have had to arrest him 

Q Mm-mmm 

A But, he told me, back then he said but your son didn’t, he didn’t say anything. You know, to, to 
arrest this guy on. And for years you know, they just, for years we’ve just had red flags waving 
all over and very strong suspicions, ah, Rick also has an older brother who is a Fridley Police 
Officer and um, that boy ah, Rick’s brother Larry, or Rick’s nephew Mike, Rick also sexually 
abused that boy and now that boy is 19 years old and he, that boy’s now homosexual and carrying 
on a homosexual affair with his uncle Rick and that boy’s mother told me four or five years ago 
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that something did happen tc but that they were going to get the proper help. You know, 

for hey were gonna get the proper therapy because they knew now what they were 

dealing with. 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And she just told me that somedav she wanted to ah, she wanted to set down and thank 

him because she felt like saved__ because before I even met Rick and 

stuff ah, they, that boy’s parents had strong suspicions that something was wrong 

Q Mm-mmm 

A But they just, they couldn’t pinpoint it, they-they couldn’t. 

Q Rick’s older brother is named Larry? No 

A Mm-mmm he’s the oldest and he’s a Fridley Police Officer. 

Q And you think 

A He 

Q He’s also involved, now 1 got confused there, he’s also involved in abuse? 

A No, 

Q No 

A No 

Q Oh, so Rick, you’re saying 

A No, Larry, Larry hates Rick, he just hates him after I told his urn, ex-wife, Lori, what was 
happening between Jason and Rick back then and see back then Larry and Lori were still married 
and I think I probably never should have told them what was going on with Jason because maybe 
they still would have, maybe they still would have been married, you know, 1,1 think 1,1 broke up 
their marriage you know, because this kind of stuff is just too 

Q Right, but you didn’t, you didn’t break up the marriage, Rick did. Rick’s behavior did. You didn’t 
do it 

A Well 1 know, but 

Q It’s hard to hear and it’s hard to live through but it’s not the person who’s telling what happened 
that breaks up the marriage it’s the person who did it 

A I know but I, you know, these, these sick bastards are getting away with this stuff. You know, 
and, a-and I strongly feel that there is some type of 

Q Ring 

A Of a, of yeah, and, and you know, I, I told my old attorney about it when, when we had been 
going through court proceedings over my three year old son, and I told my old attorney, 1 told her 
I strongly felt that you know, something was going on, and that these men had you know, 
abducted Jacob and stuff, and my lawyer she told me she said those are very serious allegations 
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and stuff, you’ve got to have proof, you got to have evidence you know, to back your statements 
up on that stuff well how the hell am I gonna get proof and evidence, you know? 

Q Right 

A I can’t afford to hire a private investigator, to 

Q Yeah you don’t, you don’t need to have proof that’s what our investigators are there for, you talk 
to a lawyer and they’re a different breed. Urn, sorry that’s my- 

A (inaudible) 

Q My bias 

A Well you know, and 1 just, I still think that you know, and these sick bastards have got, they’ve 
got ways of keeping you know, keeping themselves out of hot water, they’ve got ways of 
covering their tracks, they’ve got ways of where, they don’t get caught. 

Q Has he ever said anything to you about Jacob that would make you suspicious or funny comments 
or anything? 

A Well, a-you know, okay when 1, okay when Jacob was first abducted, like I said, um, Rick had to 
take ah, he owned that, that tire company, he had to take some tires down to like, Des Moines, 
Iowa, and ah, he wanted me and, and Jeremy to go with and, and we went down there and you 
know, at the time there was like flyers all over you know, I mean, posted all over like Rochester 
and Albert Lea and 

Q Mm-mmm 

A Just you know, all over the place. And um, ah, ah, I, oh, I, you know, I ah-had said something to 
him when we were in the truck and stuff and, and I said I said god I said, I can’t believe that poor 
boy is, is missing and-and he’s gone and stuff and, and ah, and then Rick said something to me 
about ah, he goes oh he says what would you do if you saw him hitchhiking down the highway 
right now and stuff, or whatever, and I I told him I says, I’d probably stop, have you stop the 
truck and pull over and pick him up and, and take him back to his parents, you know and, and ah, 
you know and, and I told Rick I said that boy should be home, he should be home with his 
parents. You know, and just you know, and ah, but I remember after a-a-after 1 had okay, after 
Jacob had been abducted and, and it really bothered me, and 1 called this Anoka County 
Investigator and he had remembered me you know', cuz it had been like oh, like about five years 
since, since um, he had talked to Jason,

A Cuz the, that was when I used to live in Blaine, and then I had moved to Maple Grove when I was 
pregnant with my younger son and it had been like four or five years since 1 had talked to that 
investigator and-and he, 1 called him up and he still remembered me, and I explained to him you 
know, that I had had a child you know, by Rick and stuff, and, and ah, I told him that some things 
were really bothering me and I told him, I says, I know you probably think I’m crazy but I told 
him, 1 said, ah, that I felt Rick had some dealings with, with the abduction of, of Jacob and that, 
and that this Bob Hunt that owns these school bus companies in Anoka ah, you know, had 
something to do with it too. 

Q Mm-mmm 
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A And um, well this investigator he told me he goes, well he says, don’t you think it, you know, he 
says well he said it’s a lead that we can work on and you know, and check it out, check into it. 
And the investigator told me he said that ah, he goes wouldn’t it, wouldn’t it, it be better knowing 
that, that, that you did um, tell somebody something so that they could check into it and you 
know, and he said even if it doesn’t pan out to nowhere at all at least you know, or he said at least 
you knew that you did the right thing by saying something and 

Q Mm-mmm 

A And it might pan out you know, and, and might, might find the boy or whatever. 

Q Did he say he would turn in the lead? Or 

A I 

Q Or was he counting on you calling in? 

A [, 1 didn’t talk to this investigator after that. 

Q Yeah 

A I, I just 

Q Well we can certainly check on it, 1, appreciate your, your call um, 

J Do you have her information? Patricia? 

Q Do I have what, 1 this is Kathy Ehmke I don’t, can 1 get your phone number in case I forgot to ask 
you something? 

A Yeah but they, but the thing is is, you know, it’s long distance, 

Q Well I know, I appreciate your, this is your call this time, but if 1, see I’m, I’m, I’m not an 

investigator and I probably forgot to ask you something really obvious, um, I won’t, I you know, 
the, the leads are confidential but it just um 

A Yeah well like, like I said I just, I, I still strongly feel that Jacob is still alive and I, I think these 
sick bastards, you know, excuse my language but I, I think they are transporting him from state to 
state you know? and 

Q Yeah 

A You know, that kind of stuff is um, y-you know, it’s, it’s organized crime, it’s, you know, they, 
they have ways of trafficking these abducting these children and, and you know, making 
pornographic stuff with them and, and y- 

Q Right 

A You know, it’s just, it’s just awful. 

Q But it’s gonna pay, it’s gonna take people like you to get angry enough and, and turn it in.

, I know I'm getting you a lot of tapes. There's two tapes that tell you 
kind of - what kind of a person I am, and one that explains the problem, and 
there's a tape to your mother. This tape, , is -1 want to broach one 
subject with you, and that is the value of placing your trust in your parents, 
okay. Absolute - not to worry about what you did or whatever, okay. Of 
course I would want to do this because I want you to talk to your parents, 
don't I - wouldn't I? But there's another reason,. . I'm gonna try and 

explain why here. All right, when 1 first met you, I was sitting out in the front 
room of the Foundation -1 remember very well, ’ , because it just singed 

in me. And you walked through the Foundation door and... 


...you looked up, and I looked up at you, and you had this big grin on your 
face, and, uh, what happened, , was I momentarily, urn, thought you 
were Jacob Wetterling, okay. Anyway, uh, uh, I , yeah, how to put this? 
(Aragorn) told me quite some time ago that you and he and (Ricky) used to 
sneak out at night, and go chasing around doing some of the weird shit you 
were doing, okay. Uh, yeah, sometimes that's a fun thing to do, go out, you 
know, build a snowman or whatever, and that ain't what you were doing, but 
you know - you know what I'm talking about. You were out - uh, let me 
present something to you that, you know, you should probably be sitting on 
the can, like it should scare the living shit out of you, okay. Uh, what 
happened during that period of time, ? 


Um, you were what, 10, 11, 12 years old when you were doing that? Um, 
blue eyes and brown hair and 11 years old, and same physical size and, you 
know, still - let's, you know, get back to this good-looking thing, all right. 
You're a good-looking kid. Hey, uh, so was Jacob Wetterling. And here you 
are out, running around in the middle of the night, 2, 3, 4 o'clock in the 
morning. Um, well, what an abductor's dream, now, we're not talking about a 
maybe case here, are w'e? That did occur. Jacob Wetterling was taken by 
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someone, wasn't he? Okay. That's no - that's not an if, or statement, is it, 

? And here's the value to that. If that man would have been driving... 


.. .around and seen you two, three out at that early in the morning, or late at 
night, however you want to put it, what is the obvious conclusion that he can 
draw? Either, , either your parents do not know that you're out there, or 
they don't care. Either case, what does that give him? The opportunity to do 
whatever the hell he wants and get away with it, at least until your - it is 
discovered that you are missing That's what that gives him. Now, did 

you ever think about this; how long did that occur before Jacob Wetterling 
was taken? You kno\ have you ever considered the thought that you 

might have been the target? That you were the desired target as a result of 
that abduction? 


Well, you should consider it, kid. And you had yourself in a position - maybe 
you're still doing it -1 - and 1 hope you outgrew that, you know. You know, 
sooner or later you get, you know, smart enough, but , what would have 
happened if -1 -1 don't even want to think about that. Urn, I have never felt 
pain at the intensity and for the duration since Jacob was taken, and 1 didn't 
know him, (' /). He was just a grunt, okay, or is just a grunt, depending 

on whether you believe he was raped and murdered, or continues to be raped, 
all right. I didn't know him, • ). 


Now, adult pain or whatever you want to call it - children have the ability to 
deal with those things differently, and adults do not. You're gonna be an adult 
pretty soon, but consider your mother. You've seen what happened to Patty. 
Now what if it had been you, :? Huh? I look at this situation, and the 
way I feel about you and well, a lot of the kids down there that I know any 
one of them would do the same thing. But now we go into this you know that 
you're special to me again thing. But when Jacob was taken, I didn't 
even want to live. And you know I would have - I'd have done anything to get 
him back, okay. And, uh, if that had been you... 


.. .all right, so - so anyway /), uh, the fact is that it wasn't. You know, 

I’m glad that it wasn't, all right. But look at the - look at the situations you 
continue to put yourself in and - all right. The significance is, , that any 
time that you conceal things from your parents, when you hide things from 
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them, you put yourself in physical danger, don't you? Not only just the kind 
of crazy things that you do, but you also put yourself in physical danger. For 
instance, even something simple as maybe wanting to go - go outside in the 
middle of the night and climb up in the tree, all right. 


And you lived where the nearest person was ten million miles away, okay. 
You're still concealing this fact from your parents, and what would happen if 
you get up in that tree, and you fall down and you land on a rock and, 
you know, you start bleeding and you can't get back to -1 mean there's a lot of 
things that could happen, isn't there? When you hide, you could end up 
causing physical injury to yourself. Now, dealing with this problem, and 1 
wanted you to listen to that tape first, but with this problem that you've got, 
you're concealing many things from your parent- from your mother, okay. 
And, uh, the danger in that lies, , uh, is that those things that you are 
concealing, because they are not good in nature, can be used to extract other 
things from you, such as, you know, money and, you know, whatever... 


...all right. Let me play, uh, devil's advocate here with you, all right. And 
we’re gonna - one more time - we’re gonna deal with this perverted thing, all 
right, and it’s - and I'm doing this for a reason, This is - this is a 
scenario that often occurs, you know, at least from what I've learned working 
at the Foundation, and, uh, from at least one kid that I talked to that it 
happened to him, all right. What happens, , you go out and you steal 
some shit and you do some other stuff, and first thing you know, you got a 
whole bunch of things against you. Like you do, you know, I'm - I'm sure 
that's not something you're really looking forward to or jumping up and down, 
"Oh, goody, let's go tell mom," right? No. It's embarrassing, it’s gonna be 
painful. I told you it needed to be done, and this is why, okay. All right, 

. Your dad called me a pervert, and let's - let's put me in that role for... 


.. .awhile. I mean I don't even want to think of myself like that, but I have to 
for this example, all right. Uh, and we'll just let imagination take its place and 
we'll let it come out, all right. Okay. So I find out about these things, and I do 
just exactly what I'm doing, ( ), "Oh, we got to go tell your mom, oh, I 

got to tell - I'm gonna tell the cops, I'm gonna do this," right. And what's your 
reaction to that? I don’t have to be there to know that you're gonna get sick to 
your stomach, and you're gonna be angry at me, and the first thing that you're 
gonna do is you're, "Son of a bitch, I don't want my folks to know. God," you 
know, who's ever around you, "Oh, I can't -1 can't tolerate this situation. 
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That's unbearable. What do 1 do? What do 1 do?" Uh, so what would a 
pervert do, ? I mean power and control here, what would a guy do? I'd 
say, "Well, uh, you know, um, maybe - why don't you just give me like 
500 bucks and... 


...you know, and we'll, uh, we'll call it even. And then I'll just keep my 
mouth shut." Okay. "Oh, where am I gonna get 500 bucks?" I says, "Well, 
you know, everybody does something for something, you know. Uh. sive me 
some cash and I'll shut the hell up." So, uh, so then what do you do,. 

Uh, are you gonna go steal the S500? And you get to $500 and then what, 

? 1 -1, uh, I said, "Jeez, what'd you do, steal this $500. " And 

you're gonna go, "Well - well, yeah, where the hell would 1 get it? You know, 
where the hell would I get $500? Of course 1 stole it." "Oh, yeah, where'd 
you steal it from?" And like any kid you'd, "Well, I got it from over here, 
over there." "Oh, really?" Well, what would I do then. ’ I'd add that to 
the battery of things that I can use against you to get what I want off you; isn't 
that true? Now, besides... 


...everything else, now I have physical control of something that you stole, 
and knowledge of when and where it took place, don't I? Well, the next thing 
that would happen, uh, you'd say - or I'd say something like, uh, "Well, 

>, um, now we got to go to the cops." You says, "Well, you promised 
you wouldn't." 1 say, "Yeah, I know, but, you know, you’re stealing money to 
pay me," blah, blah, whatever. And, uh, then what are you gonna do. ? 
You gonna try to get out of it again, ain't you? Now, you have all the things 
from before, plus you know that 1 would have you under control because 1 
have physical control, something that you stole and knowledge that you did it, 
and when and where. You can be convicted, right. Okay. So what's next, 

’ So then he'd come to you and he'd give you some kind of a devious 
plan, you know, something really strange like, uh, oh, I mean you wouldn't 
come right out and just say, you know, "Hey, kid, you want to get fucked?" 
you know. 


1 mean a pervert wouldn't -1 don't know what the hell they do, . Who the 
hell knows? Anyway, I'd say, "Well," um, let's see, how the hell would 1 do 
it? I'd say -1 suppose they'd probably work into it as -1 don't know, maybe 
work into it a step at a time. Um, take this then. The next step for the - for me 
then would be, , uh, you know, I know how you can get out of this, and 
I -1 know this place that I can sell pictures of - of, uh, children." "What do 
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you mean pictures?" you say. "Oh, you know, um, you've got a cute face and 
- and cute eyes and shit, you know. Why don't you let me take some pictures 
of you," you know, which was why your dad was worried, okay. Hello, 

that's why your dad was worried. Motive, . motive, okay. So 
I'll say "I'll take some pictures." Uh, so I take some pictures of you, ), 

and while we're taking pictures I'm saying... 


..."No, no, no, no, that ain't what I'm - that ain't what I'm looking for, that ain't 
what I'm looking for." And "Well, what do you mean, pictures?" and 1 says, 
"The kind that you can sell," and you go, "Well, what kind of pictures can you 
even sell?" "Well, uh, you know, you take your clothes off and down 
to your underwear, right." Well, it’s gonna feel real embarrassing so you’re 
gonna say, you know, "Bullshit." I say, "Well, okay, I'll just go to the cops 
then," right. You know, you're over a barrel is what I'm getting at, kid. 

You're gonna do what the hell you're told to do. All right. Well, you figure, 
you think about that for a second, well, shit, it’s only my underwear, you 
know, what the hell. Take a couple pictures, you're gonna get rid of this 
asshole, right. So, he says, "Well, you know, I'll get my camera up. 1 need 
some decent shots because, you know, these are gonna be sold," right. 
Everything the guy says makes sense, right? So what's next, ? He gets 
you alone someplace, 'cause you don't want your friends or anybody else to 
see you in the nude, or know that you're gonna be in a situation like this 
because it's embarrassing and it's dehumanizing, all right. 


So what's next, ? You get someplace, and you get down to your 
underwear, the guy starts taking pictures. He says, "You know," he says, 
"there’s a couple pictures a guy could take." He says, "1 think 1 could 
probably get - " whatever the hell they get, make up some figure - "100 bucks 
apiece for," okay. "Oh, yeah?" and he says, "Yeah." He says, "As long as 
you're down that far," he says, uh, you know - anyway, it just keeps getting 
worse and worse. That - that's what I'm getting at. I'm trying to present a 
thing that continues to get worse, all right. Now, eventually the guy would 
say, "Hey, you know, why don't we do this?" or "Why don't we do that?" and - 
and, uh, he finally ends up having you touch yourself or maybe he'll just touch 
you in a certain way or whatever, you know. And all of a sudden you're 
gonna get really sick. At least the kid that I talked to said that their mind just 
goes off in a corner of the world, and they just want it to get over with, and 
that’s when they quit on themselves, they just become nothing, okay, they just 
exist. And, uh... 
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.. .that. , is when - while he was making okay, so I mean whatever, that's 
when, you know, I -1 would have gotten whatever 1 was looking for, if I was a 
pervert, okay. Now, the reason, the purpose of that whole long explanation, is 
that that scenario does occur. , that you are putting yourself in a position 
where if 1 were that way, I could be doing that, couldn't, I,' ? Okay. 1, 

uh, in fact if 1 were that way, I would know exactly what to do, wouldn't I? 

But - oh, hang on here a second. The point, the longer you conceal 
something, the more damaging it is to you as a person. The more things you 
conceal from your parents, the more opportunity there is for you to 
experience... 


.. .physical harm, okay. Once someone has touched you in that manner or 
whatever, your mind is toast, kid, it’s all over. And it's just - I mean it's - from 
everything that I've ever heard about any kid that's ever had an experience that 
way, it is absolutely end of the world, okay. Whatever you would have been, 
it's over for you, okay. Now, , what we're looking at is I'm trying my 
damndest to get you to believe that going to your mother is the correct step, 
not only for you, for her, for your relationship in the future, for your physical 
safety, you know, for me because 1 care about you. 1 do not want something 
to happen to you, and it can... 


...happen, it does happen, ;. Okay. Yes, 1 didn't pull this shit out of the 
air. I mean I didn't want to know about this garbage. Before Jacob was taken, 
I didn't know anything about these people, and I'm almost at a point that 1 
wish that I was never even bom, you know, 1 wonder if these people that are 
retarded realize that they're lucky they don't have to deal with this shit, okay. 
It's -1 don't want you to get hurt. Is it so hard to understand? And if you keep 
doing this shit, you're going to get hurt, somebody will take advantage of the 
situation, all right. That is a given, it is an absolute given, that if you 
are in a situation where you can be used to get something out of, someone will 
do it. That is a given thing, okay. Now, I’m not saying that everybody's out to 
get that, but it's a given thing to get something...

...well, then your mother's further in the bag than 1 thought, and 1 can't hardly 
believe -1 mean I guess you'd - I'd have to see that to believe it, You 

know, that woman adores you - at least she did then, or has a lot of things 
changed since then, ? You know, I told you that it is -1 would stay 
correct with you, didn't I? Hey, what 1 expect to happen from your mother, 
when she finds out about this, she should be sick to her stomach.

It's taking 
place at the Park Ridge Fire Department “meeting room on May 12, 
1995 at 10:30 a.m.. Present are Dean Goulet, Chuck Olson and Doug 
Pearce of Stearns County Sheriff's Department. 


Q Ah, Dean for the record could give me your full name? 

A Sure, it's Dean Felaire Goulet. Ah F-e-l-a-i-r-e is the 
spelling of tne middle name. ' 

Q Hmm-hm and Goulet? 

A And Goulet is G-o-u-l-e-t. 

Q And your DOB, please? 

A July 10, 1967. 

Q Okay and your current address is? 

A 709 Lindberg Avenue, Stevens Point, Wisconsin, zip code 54481. 

Q Okay and Dean ah over the last five years or so you have 
contact with myself and other officers in an investigating of 
Jacob Wetterling abduction. Is that correct? 

A That is correct. 

Q Okay and going back to ah October of 1989 can you tell me 
where you were living? 

A Ah I was living at 110 10th Ave. SE, Apt. I don't remember the 
apartment number actually in St. Joseph, MN. 

Q Okay do you recall the name of the apartment complex? 

A Yes, the Meadow Lark Apartment Complex. 

Q Okay and ah ah who did you live there with? 

A Ah my my roommate was named Mark O. Anderson. Ah where he is 

now I don't have a clue. *<-_. 

Q Was he ah a St. John's student? 

A Correct. 

Q Ah what brought you to St. Joseph, MN? 

A I was a St. John's student. Ah the year prior to that and ah 
just decided to stay on for a while after I left school. 

Q So you weren't a student in the fall of '89 then? 

A Urn no. 


Okay urn can you tell me what your your did you have a job at 
that time? 

I was self employed with a company called ah NS A (National 
Safety Associate) selling Pointview Water Filterations and I 
also did ah security for the Meadow Lark Apartments through 
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the Heinen Property Management. 

Q Okay and can you described what your your job description was 
as far the security? 

A Ah security I was pretty much to do physical building security 
i- n _the evenings to look for things out of the ordinary. To ah 
eliminate noise complaints, to just basically be seen. The 
year previous to my arrival the company had ah indicated to me 
that they had ah numerous parties and vandalisms ah which they 
were hoping to avoid by having a a rather visible security 
present. So it was my job to sort of be the security present 
and do physical security around the building. Do perimeter 
checks and just be out and about and ah available should any 
problems ah come up. 

Q Can you basically describe the Meadow Lark Complex. How many 
buildings there were? 

A Sure. Ah oh along 10th Avenue SE there were three building. 

Ah first building, parking lots behind each building and ah at 
the time they were either constructing or had constructed 
garages behind the first building. I lived in the second 
building. And ah the occupancy of the three buildings, the 
first building was primarily older either newly married 
couples or single people older, you know older than thirty. 
The middle building was sort of a transition building of ah 
college students and older people. And the third building was 
primarily all college students. 

Q Okay when you say first building is that building ah closest 
to the highway of the buildings? 

A Yes, yes. 

Q And to the north then? 

A Okay. 

Q Do you know that as north? 

A Yeah, I know that as north now. 

Q Okay so the first building is the the furthest north followed 

by the second and third? 

A Correct. 


Q To the south? 

A Correct. 

Q And the parking lots were where? 

A The parking lots were behind the building which would have 
been on the east side bordering a large cornfield. 

Q Okay and ah who did you answer to as far as this security job? 

A Ah I've my contact was Carol Schleicher of the management 
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couple at the apartment complex. 

Q Okay and how long did you ah fulfill this security job? 

A Less than a year. 

Q Um you started when? 

A August or September of that year and ah April of the next year 
was when I moved to Phoenix, Arizona and was no longer 
employed there. 

Q September of 89 through April of 90? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay? 

A Ah no, not 89, 90 ah because I moved back here in 90. Oh, 
yeah that would be correct. I moved back here in August of 
90. You're correct. I'm sorry. 

Q Did anyone else perform these duties that you talk about? 

A No, no I was primarily the the security person on on the 
staff. 

Q And what was A1 Schleicher roll in the Meadow Lark Complex? 

A As I understood it he was like the rental agent. Ah he would 
show apartments to perspective tenants. He would handle minor 
fix-it projects with a sink backed backed up or the light ah 
needed a bulb replacing in the hallway or something like that. 
Anything else oh managed the cable television subscription to 
the people of the complex. 

Q And you say they, Carol was also? 

A They because Carol was also involved in the. 

Q Same thing? 

A Yeah. 

Q Ah who did you usually have contact with of the two? 

A Ah of the two I probably saw Carol more than I did Al. Ah but 

at at any given time I would talk to either of them concerning 
my duties and things that I have discovered. 

Q Okay so did Al (inaudible) Al's job at Meadow Lark Apartments 
did that entail doing the same thing that you did? 

A Not entirely, no. 

Q Did you ever see him making rounds to see if there was any 
loud loud parties taking place or anything like that? 

A No. 

Q Did he seem to be motivated in that direction at all? 

A If I wasn't available and there was a noise complaint he would 
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go take care of it. But ah as a normal rule no he was more 
than happy to let me go do it. 

Q Did you ever did you give him a list of your hours that you 
worked? 

A He, no actually those the list of the hours I worked actually 
went directly to Leon Heinen the property manager who owned 
the complex. 

Q Did you ever tell A l Schleicher o r Carol when you were going 
to be working? 

A Yes. 

Q So would Al have known that that you were working say on 
October 22 of 1989? 

A Quite possible, yes. 

Q So there would be no reason for him to make any security 
rounds. Is that correct? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay urn as long as we have mentioned that ah were you were you 
working as a security, we say security guard or security 
person? 

A Hmm-hm. 

Q At Meadow Lark Apartments on October 22, 1989? 

A Yes, I was. 

Q Okay and can you tell me why that date sticks out in your 
mind? 

A Ah that was the date that ah Jacob Wetterling was abducted. 

Q Okay can you just kind of go over ah urn what ah what hours you 
were usually working? 

A Hmm-hmm. 

Q And what happened during that ah? 

A Sure. 

Q Stretch? 

A Um from recollection I there was a party at the Del-Win 
Ballroom that is across the cornfield, that ah was rather wild 
and it was like a country fest or something like that. So I 
was going to make extra certain that ah walk around the 
apartment complex. Ah number of the area there has a number 
of people that ah patronize the Del-Win and have a habit of 
coming through there at 70 mph at 2:00 in morning, things like 
that. Ah so I was out and about and walking around the party 
probably as early as 7:00 that evening and had made several 
rounds. And ah gone to my apartment, walked around for three- 
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quarters of an hour and gone back to my apartment. Ah 
sometime that evening I was informed, while on my rounds, that 
a a robbery had occurred at the Tom Thumb. And this was told 
to me by Al Schleicher the ah property on-site manager. 
Either just prior to that or shortly after that time I noticed 
the ah emergency lights, the police vehicles going to the Tom 
Thumb and up and down the road that paralleled.the cornfield 
that was to the east of the apartment complex. Urn I sat out 
there and watched this for quite a while. And ah was later 
some how in formed, sometime later that evening that there had 
been an abduction at a a a of a of a boy. I don't think it 
was named as a particular person at that point. Urn I stayed 
out in the apartment complex watching the cornfield and a 
patch of woods that was to the ah southeast of the complex 
which sometime later on that evening was being searched by ah 
the. volunteer fire department and ah national guard 
helicopter, I believe it was. Urn during all this time there 
were various people around me from the apartments wondering 
what's going on. Ah the crowd rotated in and out of different 
people. Al Schleicher was with me ah originally and ah after 
he had told me what had what he had heard had happened of the 
robbery ah he spoke to me and then he ah left back to either 
his apartment or back towards his apartment. Urn it was much 
later that morning, after the search had been called off and 
the helicopter had left, and activity seemed to be slowing 
down that I finally went back to my apartment. Ah estimated 
early a.m. ah more than 2:00 in the morning, something like 
that. 

Q Okay um you say that ah Mr. Schleicher originally was the 
person that told you about this? 

A Correct. 

Q And you say it was either right before or as the the sirens 
and red lights were going up that road? 

A Correct. 

Q Um and can you tell me where this conversation took place? 

A Sure. 

Q In regards to complex? 

A We're in the ah parking lot of the second unit. Ah I was just 

kind.of standing on the end of the cornfield on the end of the 

parking lot. Ah sort of watching ah around and things and Al 
came up to me um I guess upon further recollecting it would be 
just after the sirens and the lights and things were going by 
because I was occupied in watching those sirens and listening 
or watching those lights and listening to sirens when Al came 
up behind me. So we were standing in the parking lot directly 
behind the unit that I lived in, which would have been the 
second unit. 
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And he lived in the first unit? 

That is correct. 

And he came from that direction? 

That is correct. 

And what was what was he wearing? 

Ah to my recollection he was wearing ah blue jeans, like a red 
flannel shirt and a green army camouflage jacket and some type 
of baseball cap. 

And ah was that dress appropriate for the weather. Was it 
warm, was it cool. Do you recall what you were wearing? 

I think I was wearing a jacket too. So I I it didn't strike 
me as out of the ordinary. Oh it wasn't like 75 degrees and 
he's wearing a coat. Ah boy is that odd. But I really didn't 
take much ah notice actually of the weather condition ah it 
was clear. I remember that. There weren't very many clouds. 
Ah it was a beautiful starry night. I don't remember don't 
remember if there was ah a moon or not. 

Was anyone else with you when Al Schleicher approached you? 
At that time I don't believe so. No. It wasn't until later. 

Well did he see you. Did you have a flashlight on? 

Yeah, I was carrying carrying a flashlight ah. 

Was the flashlight on so that he could see that that you were 
there or? 

Well the parking lots are somewhat illuminated too I don't 
know. There are lights are on the buildings that that spill 
light on the vehicles that are parked in the parking lot. Ah 
it's possible that he could have seen me that way. I don't 
remember if my my light was on or not. 

What did he tell you. Do the best of your recollection? 

To the best recollection he told me that he had either heard 
on his scanner or been told my somebody else that has a 
scanner that there was a robbery at the Tom Thumb. 

And (cleared throat) and you say there was that he came from 
the general vicinity of his apartment? 

That is correct. 

Did did you see him exit his apartment? 

No, I did not. 

Did you see are his vehicles within that same ah general 
location? 

Yes, where they generally park their vehicles is is in the 
same general location, yes. 
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Do you have a habit of ah of ah noting vehicles present and 
not and none presence? 

Not really. It it if you know because cars can be parked in 
all different spots on all different days. The only time I 
really take notice of vehicles is if they are leaking gasoline 
or if they were in the same place and look abandon or 
something like or if they had been burglarized or anything 
like that. 

Did you see if driving at anytime that night? 

I don't. 

Do you have any recollection? 

I don't recall, no. 

And what types of vehicles does did Al Schleiche r to your rec? 
To my recollection there was a darker colored Sedan type car, 
a lighter colored ah light a Plymouth Horizon or a Ford Escort 
type of car and a ah like a like a Chevy Blazer or Ford 
Explore type of truck which was darker in color with a light 
top as I recall. 

Where were those vehicles parked at? 

Generally the Sedan and the Horizon were parked in the parking 
lot and the truck was parked in the newly newly built garage. 
Ah before the garage was built the the other truck would be 
parked out in the parking lot as well. 

So those vehicles, the two vehicles you mentioned the two 
passengers, were parked outside to the east of building 1? 
Correct. 

And the ah Explore would would always be in the garage? 

To the best of recollection, yes. 

Okay did you notice those vehicles that night. Do you have 
any recollection of that? 

Um I honestly can't recall if they were there or not. 

Okay and you say that he initially had this conversation with 
you out in the parking lot of building 2? 

That is correct. 

And did he stay with you for a while? 

For a little while. Ah he the initially conversation that we 
had was very brief. And he went back into his apartment. And 
after I've heard that there was robbery we were in very close 
proximity to that area so I was going to stay out even longer. 
And he went back into his apartment and maybe came back an 
hour and hour and a half later to talk to me ah.

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Q Did he provide any more information to you that you recall? 

A Ah we I commented look at all the sirens or look at all the 
lights. And ah wonder if they got the person oh blah blah 
blah. That type of just general chit chat about the whole 
thing. 

Q Hmm-hm? 

A But ah I don't recall him saying anything different. I 
honestly don't recall how from the time I was told that it was 
a robbery to the time that I understood it to be an abduction 
how I got that knowledge. If he told me or if somebody else 
told or if I heard it on the radio or something. Ill 
honestly can't recall. 

Q Were the police at where you were at (inaudible)? 

A Ah, not during that evening. Ah not in the in the Meadow Lark 
area in the apartment complexes surrounding that area. Ah 
like said they had the ah voluntary fire department was called 
out and ah the police helicopter or the national guard 
helicopter was flying, that was the closest police presence 
really that we saw at that particular area. I don't recall 
any police driving through the block or neighborhood or 
anything like that. 

Q Okay prior to the abduction, prior to ah Al coming out and 
telling you? 

A Hmm-hm. 

Q That there had been a robbery. Did you hear any cars racing 
in the neighborhood. Was it quiet enough for you to have? 

A Generally I would have it would appear, I have no recollection 
of cars zooming through the neighborhood or anything like 
that, no. Ah. 

Q Did any of his vehicles have ah did they all sound, now again 
I'm asking for your recollection from five years ago. But do 
you ever remember that any of his vehicles had a loud muffler 
or loud exhaust? 

A Possibly the truck. Ah just as a general impression. I seem 
to remember hearing it come in and out of the parking lot. Ah 
but I don't know. There's a possibility of the truck, I'm not 
exactly sure. 

Q Okay I means that just ah something I just thought here? 

A Yeah. 

Q So you went to bed about 1:30, 2:00 in the morning? 

A As I recall, yeah. 

Q The next morning can you tell me what time you got up. You 
you, again to your recollection? 
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A Oh, 9:00, 9:30 something like that probably ah. 

Q And did you go outside immediately? 

A Pretty much. Yeah. I the the events of the evening had 

shaken me up a little bit but ah small town you don't really 

expect this type of ah thing to happen. Ah, then of course, 
the subsequent activity surrounding that ah so I I got up 
grabbed something to eat. Then I was out back out in the ah 
apartment complex area looking around the cornfield, things 
like that. You just kind of just being nosy to see what had 
been done I guess.

And ah he 
spoke briefly, oh we may have spent the whole have hour just 
kind, of standing at the the end of the woods thinking or 
talking. Ah at which point we parted company and ah went back 
to my apartment and I assumed he went back to his. Later that 
day I attempted to go to the Wetterling's house to speak to a 
law enforcement and offer my assistance as voluntary in the 
search I heard they were going to have horse posses and things 
like this walking the entire county looking for any type of 
clue. Ah drove my car towards the Wetterling's where the 
Wetterling's residence where I was stopped by a deputy and and 
told not to proceed. He took my driver's license number and 
ah told me where the command post by the Del-Win. Where I 
then proceeded from that location to the Del-Win to ah speak 
to the officer in charge there. And again volunteer my 
services towards the search or anything like that. I was told 
at that time that they ah search was, they weren't asking for 
ser-villain volunteers and that ah thanks a lot for for 
thinking about it though and ah went back to my apartment. 

Q Go ahead. I'm sorry? 

A Later that evening I was speaking to a friend of my by the 
name of Matthew—Kenn j ng. who is a a emergency medical 
technician and he had said that he was going he was going to 
be involved in the search, I assumed through this connection 
with the emergency medical services, and that ah he would take 
me along the next day. Ah which is what I did then ah. The 
next day either, I believe it was in the afternoon ah and was 
assigned to a DNR team that was going to be walking through 
parts of St. Joseph and rest of Stearns County. Ah did that 
for the remaining of the day. Urn that evening they were 
looking for places to house some of the DNR personnel so I 
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volunteered the services of my apartment. Ah had three, four 
of those people staying with me there. Ah then we continued 
on the next day. And possible the next day after that. Urn it 
was either the Wednesday or Thursday following the 22nd when 
ah I was speaking with A1 Schleicher saying that I had been on 
search crew and he expressed interest in also being signed to 
a search crew. Um I told him that we the next morning we're 
going to go out around the St. or around Collegeville area and 
I would do what I could get him on the search team. Basically 
what what that comprised of is we showed up and I said to the 
person whom I struck up a conversation that this gentlemen 
here would like to join as well. And he said fine the more the 
merrier. And we went ah with the DNR personnel and walked 
around the University of St. John's in the Collegeville area. 
Ah and then that was the remainder, I believe Thursday, ah 
then it began to rain. They suspended the activities and 
shortly after that they DNR was sent back to their particular 
area of jurisdiction and they were changing the tenants of the 
search because they pretty much covered the area that they 
wanted to cover. Ah. 

Q That's pretty much it then? 

A Pretty much, yeah. That was they the ah the sequence of 
events as I can recall them. 

Q Going back to that Monday the 23rd? 

A Hmm-hm. 

Q You say you say you ran into Al Schleicher and you spent about 
a half hour with him. Is that correct? 

A Correct. 

Q And where initially did you met up with him, can you tell me? 

A Ah I was either already at the woods or walking towards the 

woods when he joined me ah. 

Q From behind? 

A From behind, yeah. I don't exactly if he was coming from the 
apartment complex or his apartment or another apartment where 
he was doing some work on or something. I'm not sure. 

Q You say you talked to him for about an half hour and then you 
went back to your apartment and you thought he did too? 

A That was my (inaudible). 

Q Did did you see him again that day? 

A Not to my recollection. 

Q Okay? 

A Ah. 
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Do you do you recall seeing his vehicles leave or anythinq 
like that? 

No. 

(inaudible)? 

No. 

Um did you what was your impression of where Carol Schleicher 

was? --— ' r 

Ah. 

During these entire events? 

During these entire events I was I assumed that she was back 
in the apartment. Ah he kids were I assumed her kids were 
actually it was an assumption on my part that ah both Carol 
and her kids were home. I don't know if it was because Al told 
me that or ah I was just making an assumption. 

Do you recall seeing them at all? 

No. 

That night? 

No. 

Monday night or Sunday night or Sunday or Monday? 

Sunday or Monday ah I possibly talked to Carol later on Monday 
like after dinner, dusk time. Um ah but I don't recall seeing 
her at all on Sunday or the the greater majority of Monday, 
no. 


Okay looking back was there anything in your mind or anything 
that sticks with Al's demeanor or how he appeared that night, 
Sunday night and Monday? 

The, the thing that sticks in my mind the most about his 
demeanor was when the helicopter was flying around ah the 
woods and the scrimmage line was coming through that he made 
numerous comments as boy this fields just like Vietnam again. 
He was kind of upset^and nervous about that. Ah at least that 
is what I triggered it to. Ah or otherwise he seemed in to be 
verily normal for I mean he didn't appeared overly happy, 
overly said, or overly nervous any type of thing like that 
other than what I indicated. 

When he first came down and say hay there has been a robbery 
at the Tom Thumb? 

(inaudible). 

Was he excited was he kind of? 

Yeah, he he seemed to be a little, you know this is kind of 
out. of the ordinary as in this kind of interesting type of 
excitement. Ah honestly when he said that to me my perception 
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of him stopped and I started getting in the mind sight of gee 
this is kind of interesting and out of the ordinary. And I 
wondered what's going on. And at that point my perception of 
world around me sort of stopped so I can't really give you a 
definite answer. 

What was his demeanor like Monday that you recoil, to your 
recollection? 

Ah he seemed angry. I mean I've we were when we were talking 
I was making comments like. I can't believe that this would 
happen in such a small town. And I hope they find the guy. 
And dig a hole and throw him in it. And he agreed with me and 
he was saying things like that. I would say this is the most 
barbaric thing that I could think of to happen to people. How 
could anybody do this to them. And ah and he was also ah 
merely those types of sentiments. 

Did he do you recall him indicating to you what he was going 
to be doing Monday? 

No. No. ~ 

Did you talk to him Monday or is it your recollection that you 
had mentioned to him Monday that you were ah attempting to 
join in on the search? 

It's possible on Monday that I, because I've heard that they 
were going to physically search and that was from the point 
where I spoke to him and contemplated my actions in my 
apartment, that's what I eventually went to do. So it is 
possible that at the time I did mention something. I I don't 
recall exactly. 

Hmm-hm. Can you tell me what ah your relationship is ah with 
ah Al or was? 

It was primarily just a casually relation that ah the only 
reason I met him is because his wife and he were the 
management couple of the ah of the complex. Ah we were 
cordially to each other but we weren't the type of friends 
were he would invite me over for dinner or vice ah versa or 
you know want to go to the to the local tavern and have beer 
and bs and play cards or anything like that. 

Is my understanding is what you're saying is that you started 
in September of 1989? 

Correct. 

And this was October? 

Correct. 

So did you know Al Sc hleirha r or Carol prior to that? 

Not prior to living inThe apartment complex. No. II didn't 
know very many people in St. Joseph at all. 
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Q Okay and ah you say you probably spent more time with Carol 
than Al or had more contact with her? 

A Yeah, I had more contact with her ah. 

Q Anything that stands out in your mind about Carol? 

A Ah I got the impression that she was she would occasion drink 
to excess or possible use some kind of drugs. Ah because at 
times I would get incoherent phone calls at my apartment 
asking me what I was up to. And how was your day type of 
thing. And on occasion I would see her one evening in a set 
of clothes and the next morning she would be above the 
apartment complex in the same set of clothes and they appeared 
to have been slept in or either food stains or or she had 
split something on her shirt. So I sort formed the impression 
that at times she ah engaged in those types of activities. 

Q Okay. I going to turn the tape ah we're almost out on this 
side here. Okay I had the tape of for just a few seconds. We 
hadn't talked about anything? 

A No. 

Q Urn we were talking about Carol Schleicher. It was your 

understanding then that or your.feeling that she had a 

drinking problem? 

A Yeah, ah it didn't appear to be like she was (inaudible) all 

the time, but there point, but there were times when she would 

get severely (inaudible). 

Q Did you ah ever have any conversation with Al Schleicher where 
he mentioned being disgusted about his wife drinking or 
anything like that? 

A No. 

Q Anything any any personal ah um discussion you had with 

Schleicher about his family? 

A No, ah our relationship was such that I don't think that he 
would have shared that. 

Q It was mainly business like? 

A Correct. 

Q Um did you ever see Al Schlpirhpr loose his temper? 

A Ah, no. Not to my recollection. Other than being expressing 
angry at the whole abduction type of thing and being verily 
(inaudible) about it. Ah but I never seen him angry at his 
kids or anybody else, no. 

Q Did you ever have a conversation with Al .grhlpirhpr where he 
ah made some comments derogatory comments about any race of 
people or class of people? 

A Yeah, I had one recollection of him ah speaking in a 
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derogatory towards homosexuals. There was some news ah 
article in the paper or on the news or something like that 
where homosexuals were going to be holding a march or 
something and he said something to the effect that those kind 
of faggots. Why why can't they just be like everybody else. 
Other than that, no, it wasn't a a common part of his 
vocabulary to racist or gender swears or anything like that. 

Q What was your overall ah opinion of Al Schleicher . And again 
prior to the urn your having contacts"with us? 

A Ah he appeared to be ah you know an upstanding okay guy. Ah 

he the times I spent in his apartment speaking to him about 

certain matters or or to Carol they had a nice apartment. It 
was well appointed. Nice stereo system. There was it was 
kept up nicely. Ah a very nice place to live. Ah he appeared 
to be going to work regularly. He didn't seem to have any 
obvious vices that I could tell just from the externally 
observation of his family and things like that. So I 
basically had a very favorable opinion of him as ah person. 
There was really no reason for me to say gee what a jerk or 
you know I'm not really comfortable around him or anything. 

Q Urn you say you you knew that he had a job. Was it did you 

find it ah it interesting and unusual that he was out and 

about Monday morning, not working? 

A Ah. 

Q And that's again that's the 23rd of October? 

A Right, Monday the 23rd. Ah I don't remember making any 
comment about or having a real perception about it, no. I as 
I recall his job was such that he worked odd hours or he 
worked his own hours or something like that. Ah I guess I was 
more caught up in the the activities of the abduction and 
everything to really form an opinion as why he wasn't at work. 

Q Did you ah did you ever see him going to work at night? 

A Ah occasionally yeah. I I would see him leaving at night and 
I assumed that ah he was going to work because he would be he 
would be wearing a a shirt that had his name on it or 
something like that. 

Q Did you get to know him better as your as the year went along? 

A Yeah in in, yeah, conversationally I suppose you can say that. 
And we still have a relationship, never breast to where we 
began fast friends or anything like that but ah we say hi to 
each other in the parking lot. And I'd go over and tell him 
that there is a light bulb out in the hallway or whatever. 
And we felt comfortable in that type of interaction but ah. 

Q Did you note any changes in in reflecting back did you note 
any changes in his attitudes or his ah appearance or his 
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demeanor after the abduction? 

Ah, I honestly can't recall any real significant changes. He 
as upset. Ah the whole town was upset. And I it seemed 
normal at the time I guess. 

Did you ah did you after the abduction? 

Hmm-hm. 

Can you tell me the first time that you saw Carol Schleicher 
after that that Sunday? 

Ah it would either be late Monday night or Tuesday night. 

How did she look, do you recall? 

Ah she looked hairy. Ah she she looked under stress, upset. 
She had said that she had gone over to the Wetterling's to 
offer her support and had sat with the Wetterling family. Ah 
had providing moral support or something like that. And she 
looked like she had been up for a long time. She had been 
crying and she had been upset. 

Do you think that was Monday night or Tuesday? 

Probably Tuesday. 

Morning, afternoon? 

Ah, later later in the day, early evening. Ah. 

After the abduction and the weeks and months that followed ah 
did you know where Carol was working or what she was doing? 
Ah no, not really. Ah she would be she was around the 
apartment complex a lot during the day so I just assumed she 
was just a homemaker or if she had a job it was out of the 
home. 

Urn you mentioned Matt Fenney? 

Hmm-hm. 

Urn what was your relationship with Matt Fenney? 

I had been a student at St. John's University and met Matt 
Fenney through an organization called the Christian Clowns. 
We were a group that would do ah white face clown ministry to 
nursing home and grade schools and things like this to ah as 
an activity from the St. John's University and he was involved 
in that as well. 

And did did did did he take part in in the search? 

Yes. 

During the DNR thing? 

Yes. 


Did he indicated, when did you first talk to him ah after the 
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abduction. Do you remember was it the next day or? 

A Ah my recollection is that it was either Monday afternoon or 
Monday night late that night. Ah because he was going to be 
involved the next day so I was going to ah attempt to get on 
the search crew with him. Urn and he was on the crew that the 
one day and then either he was assigned to a different crew or 
he was not able to continue because I did not see him ah 
afterwards. After that particular day then I was with ah the 
DNR crew and we were pretty much together for the next couple 
of days. 

Q Did he happen to tell you what happened to him that night, 
Sunday night? 

A No. 

Q Where he was? 

A No. 

Q Anything like that? 

A No. 

Q Ah did you know where he was living at the time? 

A Um it was in St. Joseph's somewhere, but no not particularly. 

Q Doug do you have any questions? 

DP After the October 23 did you have any discussion with A1 about 
theories as to what to ah Jacob? 

A Oh, I sure we kicked it around. I ah I'd I'd I don't recall 
any particular ah conversation indicating a hypothesis that 
we've developed ah. I believe that media at that point was ah 
working under the assumption that it was a stranger abduction. 
And we both kind of were amused that somebody just arbitrarily 
would come and grab a kid. But I don't really have 
particular recollection of any ah discussions, no. 

Q Did you did you know Jerry or Patty Wetterling prior to 
abduction? ' --- 

A No, I I didn't not. 

Q Did you ever see Carol Schleicher out in the parking 
sitting in a vehicle, (inaudible) vehicle at odd hours of 
night? 

A Not to my recollection. 

Q During your rounds? 

A Not to my recollection. 

Q Okay and again you're telling me my understanding is that your 
only contact with Meadow Lark Apartments and the Schleicher's 
began in September of 1989? 

Correct. 
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Q And up and your contacts ah were up to October 22 with 

business? 

A Correct. 

Q Not personal? 

A Correct. 

Q Okay. Do you have anything else ah Dean that we haven't asked 
you Dean that you think is important in regards to this ah the 
events ah ah following the abduction? 

A Ah I . did^ make a statement to a Bureau of Criminal 

Investigation officer concerning the one day that we were 
around Collegeville there was a gentlemen's whose property we 
walked through was outside and acting rather suspicious in 
which I indicated in a written report to him my suspicious. 
Other than that there's really nothing remarkable about the 
searches that we did so. Pretty much it. 

Q Okay. Do you have anything Doug? 

DP Nope. 

Okay I'll be ending this interview at 11:15 a.m.. 

I give this statement without threat, coercion or promise of any 

kind. I have read the above statement consisting of 17 pages.

The following will be a statement taken by Special Agent Joelle 

Cohout. The date of the statement is June 8, 1995. The statement 

is being taken from Julie Mae Schleicher and it's being taken at 

her place of employment, Checkmate located at the Honer Comolex in 

St. Cloud, MN. ^ 

Q Julie for the record can you just give me your full name and 
date of birth? 

A Sure, Julie Mae Schleicher, 2/14/76. 

Q Okay. And where what's your address now Julie? 

A 114 9th Ave. SE, St. Joseph, 56374. 

Q And this is a a house? 

A Well, it's like an apartment. Well, it's off, one of those 
condo deal things where it's split you know. You know what I 
mean. 

Q Yup? 

A Where it has the two garages and two people or split house 
there so. 

Q Like a duplex? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. And you're living there with your mother and father and 

your brother Jesse? 

A Right. 

Q Okay. Before we started the tape here I explained that the 
reason I came over to see you today was that um several of us 
were talking to different members of your family about the 
Wetterling abduction and you agreed to talk to me. Is that 
right? 

A Right. 

Q Okay. _ And then you agreed to give me a taped statement 
regarding any knowledge you had about this situation? 

A Right. 

Q Okay. If we can go back, ah Julie you've never given a 
statement before have you? 

A No, not a full statement. Not about this. 

Q Okay. Let's go back to the the week of ah October 16, 1989 and 
in reviewing the old rep reports I noted that on Wednesday, 
October 18, 1989, Jacob had stayed overnight at your house? 

A I believe that was the day. 

Q Okay. Where you there that night that he stayed? 

A Yeah. I was there. Him and and my brother, actually 
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I remember that quite well because they were outside and they 
were playing in the dirt hills, I think they were building 
garages back there. And they came in and they were just 
covered with mud. And I said "get in the shower. Get those 
clothes off. Put them in the washer". You know your mom's 
going to be here (laugh) whatever. I remember Patty came over 
and and the next day and picked him up and I said we cleaned 
him up as well as we could for the clothes. I don't know if 
we washed them or not. But I know that he was there, him and 
and my brother. 

Q And there was ah something unusually that happened in terms of 
his bike being stolen that night. Do you remember that? 

A I remember the bike was stolen but I heard that some kids 
around town do that and sold the parts or some something. 

Q So when that happened you didn't view it as anything out of 
the ordinary? 

A No, somebody getting their bike stolen. 

Q And I know you've been asked about this before but on that 

same day you ended up getting a call from some man you didn't 
know? 

A Right. 

Q Tell me a little bit about that? 

A He called me from like New York or Chicago or wherever and he 
asked me how the weather was. How I was doing. Urn, I had 
know idea who he was and we had the call traced and I don't I 
just left it to my mom then at that time I didn't realize. 

Q Had that ever happened before? 

A No, never happened before. 

Q And did it ever happen again after that? 

A No, hunh-un. 

Q Did he say anything obscene at all during the phone call? 

A Nope. It was like an old friend called me, you know. 

Q Okay. So it could of just been just something bizarre that 

happened that day? 

A Yeah, maybe he got the wrong number or I have no idea (laugh) . 

Q Did you see Jacob ah over the next couple days before he was 

abducted? 

A Hmm, no I think at my house was the last time because I 
remember him and and my brother were playing Nintendo. 

I think that was the last time I saw him. 

Q Okay. And her family saw a lot of the Wetterling's and vice 
versa? 
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Q Okay. Going to the day of the abduction, which was October 
22, 1989, do you remember what you were doing that day? 

A Ah, the day. No I don't remember what I did in the day. 

Q How about that evening? 

A Evening. I was at home watching TV playing Nintendo. 


Q And who was home with you? 
A Dad, my brother and me. 


Q And do you remember where your mom was then? 

A My mom I think she was in the hospital. 

Q Okay. Getting treatment at that time? 

A Yeah. 


Q Okay? 

A Hmm-hm. 


Q And how long did you do that do you think? Till what time? 

A Hmmm, I don't know, I was up pretty late especially after I 
heard it on the radio that a boy had been kidnapped. 

Q Okay. Is that the first you heard about the abduction? 

A That was the first time I heard about it. That was the first 

time my dad and me and my brother heard about it was on the 
radio.

A Right. And then dad went out and checked the buildings.

You 
know, see if you could see anybody walking around back there 
and there wasn't.

Q Did did everybody stick together then for the rest of the 
night or did your dad stay out? 

A We all we all stayed in the same house. We're you know he 
came back and everything was fine and he we we're in the 
bottom apartment so I mean we could see out. You can see the 
whole parking lot. 

Q So you could see all the activities that were going on? 

A Yeah, we could see all the cars and you know people walking by 
could look right in her house you know which is unpleasant but 
they did. I mean, so we we we looked out the window from time 


Do you know who called him? 

Oh, I don't remember if it was . I think it was 

I'm not real sure. 
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to time but other than that stayed home. 

Q You all stayed home? 

A We stayed home the next day, too. 

Q Okay. Did your dad have anything to say about what happened. 
Did he help in any search parties that? 

A Yup. 

Q Late that night or the next day? 

A He, the next day he went out in a search party, I think. And 
don't know if he did it once or twice, I can't, I think it was 
once that he went out the very next day and helped. And 
everybody, the whole town was out there. 

Q Okay. And your mom for long time was a part of the Wetterling 
Foundation and real active in that? 

A Hmm-hm. 

Q Okay. You know before we went on the tape you and I talked 
about the um the fact that your dad has been a suspect and is 
a suspect in this? ‘ .. 

A Hmm-hm. 

Q And what do y° a think about that. Tell me, tell me what you 
think? 

A It's upsetting because I know he was at home. And he couldn't 
of you know done it. He was there he was making hamburgers. 
Ill a te at the time and he was making hamburgers, I remember 
that. And just it's it's just real upsetting. ~ . 

Q Do you, why do you think that somebody would accused him of 
this? 

A Because they feel pressure. Um, I think it's some kind of a 
scandal personally. Ah, that's just my opinion. Um, somebody 
needs to have somebody caught for this and at this point I 
don't think they really care who it is. 

Q Did her dad have a pretty good relationship with the 
Wetterling's? 

A Ah, no. Ah, he didn't, he, well, the reason I, we we went to 
Bahai Religion. That was something new my mom wanted me to 
try so I went okay. And that was -the thing that Jerry 
introduced her to or. whatever so we joined for a while and it 
religion not my thing, it still isn't so I quit. And it was 
pretty much mom and me and Jesse were more closer than dad. 

Q Okay. Had your dad every had a fight with with any of the 
Wetterling kids or or Jerry? 

A No. 

Q Or Patty? 
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Okay. You said you were also aware that there were a lot of 
rumors going_around that your mom had been having an affair 
with Jerry with Jerry Wetterling? 

Hmm-hm. 


Do you think your dad was aware of that? 

I think he was aware of the rumors maybe but it was it was 

totally false. And I think that was after the fact that Jacob 
Jacob was taken.

Those started. 

And you were only 13 at the time so you're quite a bit youncrer 
then you are now? a 

Older. (laugh) 

(laugh) I m sorry. You're quite a bit older, you are now. Do 
you remember your mom and dad fighting about this or having 
any words about it or urn?

About the affairs or or the abduction, any anything that was 
going on at that time? 

Well, I know we went down. I know we showed support. We went 
down to Lake George and did the candle thing and and helped 
out. And I volunteered at the Foundation. And things like 
that. . But I mean, it was purely concerned it it wasn't 
anything you know fighting or arguing or anything like that. 

Okay. You mentioned that you had a suicide attempt and that 7 
Hmm-hm. 


You think people have linked that up with the fact that it has 
something to do with the abduction? 

Hmm-hm. 

What what do you say to that? 

Ah, I say that's a a bunch of shit. (laugh) Urn it's just, I 
know why I did it. My, I love my family. I love my parents. 
I don't have any plans of moving out soon. Urn, I they don't 
even know why I did. And even the shrinks I've talked to 
don t know why, my closest friends don't know why cause I 
choose not to tell them. It just it was a stupid, really 
stupid selfish thing I did and it had nothing to do with that. 

Okay. Is there anything else that you want to add that 
nobody's asked you that you feel is important that you want to 
get on the record here? 

Yeah. Ah, there was a security guard that worked for us in 
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the Meadow Lark Apartments at the time. His name was Dean 
Goulett or Gouller or whatever. Um and I thought he was really 
strange. He he D ust he he was there the one night and then he 
was gone the next. And I don't think anybody really checked 
him out um as much as they are doing my dad at this point 
because he was a "security guard". ^
